Speech of the Railway Member 

introducing the 

Railway Budget for 1941-42 

Sir, I have the honour to present to the House the Railway Budget for 
1941-42. The year that has elapsed since we discussed the Budget for the 
current year has been momentous. Then we had seen five months of 
what now seems little more than the overture to the actual war and 
as I then said the possible developments arising out of the war were 
largely hidden from our eyes. The succeeding months, with their cata- 
clysmic events, luive altered the whole outlook here and elsewhere. The 
nation has realized that the war is an issue on which neutrality is impossible 
and it is one of its compensations that so many millions, in all walks of life, 
have been drawn by the common danger and the common need into a 
fellowship of concentrated effort. On the railways, as on our big industries, 
the war has had far-reaching effects. These have been, on the financial 
side, mainly beneficial, so that, while I am able to present a remarkable 
balance-sheet, it is as well to remind ourselves of the other side of the 
picture. Our profifs are, in considerable measure, the result of traffic 
due, more or less directly, to the war and thus represent a devastating 
sacrifice not merely of property but of life and welfare. 

2. Compared with the sacrifices that are being made, not only in India 
but by millions who have never seen India, and who are yet contributing 
to our railways' prosperity, any efforts that the railways have made cannot 
loom large; but they are doing what they can, and the effort in itself is 
considerable. A certain number of officers and men have gone to join 
the lighting forces; a great many more are engaged in ancillary war work. 
Whole workshops have been turned over to military needs, and those we 
retain are producing, in increasing quantities, various war requirements. 
These range from a whole ambulance train to small parts of shells, and 
include articles used in clothing, feeding, arming, transporting and housing 
the fighting forces. 

o. In addition to manufacturing war equipment, we have had to provide 
for war needs out of what we were using ourselves. The most important 
development here has been the dismantling of railway lines for shipment 
overseas. After utilizing to the full available stocks and rails released by 
relaying, we had no alternative but to close and take up a number of lines. 
Changes in the situation have made it unnecessary as yet to go as far as 
at one time seemed imperative, and we have so far closed or ordered the 
closing of only 9 lines out of 18 which the House will find detailed in the 
memorandum placed before the Central Advisory Council last Deceniber. 
Of the 9 lines selected for dismantling 6 were opened in the period 1927— 
32 and of the other 9 on the list, 7 were opened in that period. We regard 
all the lines notified as nnremunerative so that, while I deeply regret the 
resulting dislocation, enhanced as it was by the shortness of the 
given, I doubt if we are doing more than taking precipitately action which, 
even without any war needs to satisfy, would be inevitable at a fairly early

Capital Position, 1940-41.

In entering the financial field I proDose on x . i 

first with the capital position and to turn later to the working resuUs o/tTe 
three years with which we are concerned. The cLifcal 
opening of the current year was 758J cmres. To this the main aSet idSd 
during the year wus the Bengal-Dooars Railway, which was company- 
owned, and extended to 101 miles of metre gauge line. At a price ol 17^ 
lakhs It passed into our hands on 31at December last, and has been incor^ 
porated in the Extern Bengal administration. We haye opened for traffic 
during tlie year the Smd Eight Bank feeder line running for 81 miles from 
Barkana to Jacobabad. while a small but important link on the South Indian 
Eailway has brought the broad gauge system to the heart of the great new 
harbour at Cochin. ® 

6. The chief reduction in our assets arises from the dismantlint^ of the 
branch lines. If no others are added to their number, the total "ini leage 
reduced by the end of the year will be about 305 miles, of which 44 are of 
2' 6" gauge and the rest broad gauge. The dismantled lines on State- 
managed railways represent a capital of 190 lakhs. Of this amount we 
shall write-off, by debit to the depreciation fund, a sum of 90 lakhs of 
which wc expect that 50 will be credited to the depreciation fund on account 
of the sale proceeds of materials. The balance represents our estimate of 
the amounts contributed in respect of these railways to the fund since its 
inception. The remaining crore we propose to meet from the railway reserve 
fund. In regard to Company-managed railways, the terms of their con- 
tracts do not contemplate the writing-off of capital in such cases, except 
to the extent of the value of released materials, which we estimate at 16 
lakhs out of the total of approximately 70 lakhs of capital involved. We 
propose also to write-off, by means of withdrawal from the depreciation 
fund, a capital sum of 41 lakhs representing assets on State-managed rail- 
ways, which were abandoned in previous years. 

7. The House may be interested to know that there is a further sum 
estimated at 118 lakhs of our capital in Company -managed lines which 
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represents abandoned assets. For the reason already mentioned, it is not 
practicable to write this off, but it is well to bear these dead assets in mind 
in assessing oiir capital position and judging of the adequacy of the depre- 
ciation fund. Til is fund began the year with assets of SOf crores. The 
estimated net receipts during the year are 4^ crores so that the assets at the 
end of this year should be 35 crores. This excludes the debt of 30J crores, 
representing raids on the fund in the years of depression; under the mora- 
torium approved by this House, we are not at present liable to repay these 
and do not propose to make any repayment this year. 

8. Difficulties in obtaining materials were responsible for capital expen- 
diture on works falling well below our budget estimate. Apart from the 
payments for the Bengal-Dooars Railway and the Hardwar-Dehra Railway, 
we added only about 3|^ crores to our capital and we shall be writing-off 
almost the same amount. At the end of this year the capital at charge 
should be about 761 crores. 

Capital Programme, 1941-42. 

9. For next year our capital programme includes no new lines, but 
there will be other capital transactions of great importance. The House 
is already aware of the decision to terminate during next financial year 
the contracts of two important railways — the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway and the Assam Bengal Railway. These decisions were taken 
after reference to the Standing Finance Committee and the Central Advisory 
Council for Railways and as Honourable Members will find the main consi- 
derations set out in the proceedings of the Council, I need not enlarge upon 
them here. 1 will only say that the divided votes in both bodies reflect our 
own views, namely, that while there were arguments of weight against 
purchase in both cases, and particularly in the case of the Assam Bengal 
Railway, where the majority in the Advisory Council was small, the 
balance of advantage in both cases lay with terminating the contracts. I 
should like to make it clear, in view of possible misapprehension, that the 
Government of India have never accepted the view that every contract for 
the working of a State-owned railway should be terminated whenever 
case of one of these railways, the previous option, which arose in 1931, was 
’lase of one of these railways, the previous option, which arose in 1931, was 
not exercised, and all cases must be considered in the light of the advantages 
and disadvantages as they present themselves at the time. 

10. In the present cases, as I have said, the advantages appeared to 
outweigh the disadvantages. The Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway yields a good return and appears to offer a sound investment. The 
Assam Bengal Railway does not yield an adequate return on the capital; 
the Company depends for its dividend upon the three per cent, guarantee 
and there was, so far as we could foresee, no prospect of their passing the 
stage at which the guarantee would be inoperative and surplus profits would 
become available. But this does not constitute an argument against pur- 
chase, for it means that at present all losses and gains fall on Government 
whether it is managed by the company or by ourselves, and the share- 
holders’ dividends have for a number of years been entirely independent 
of the working results. Moreover, the bringing of the Assam Bengal Rail- 
way and the Eastern Bengal Railway under unified control, which is a step 
we propose to take, offers the prospect of some saving of expenditure and 
a little increase in traffic. 
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11. The disadvantages inherent in any form of State-management are, 
I know, increasingly recognised and were j3roniinently in the minds of some 
of those who considered the question on this occasion. T would like to 
assure the House that we, on our part, arc by no means oblivious of them. 
Officials are at times accused of overestimating their abilities, but our faith 
in bureaucratic competence is considerably less than that evinced by those 
who are so constant in asking us to undertake new tasks. And, apart from 
eiiy difficulties inherent in official management of an industrial enterprise, 
the handicap to efficient administration which is involved in a system 
rendering the organization answerable to a popular legislature not merely 
in respect of questions of general policy but in respect of details must be 
constantly present to reflecting Members of this House. 


12. At the same time, the advantages of retaining adequate State 
control over a great organization of this kind, which is so vital to the 
economy of the country and which gives a living it so many of its citizens, 
arc to my mind obvious. It is my hope that in days to come it will be 
pobsil)le to introduce a system which will combine these effectively with a 
measure of that flexibility in administration, that readiness to make experi- 
ments, that ability to decje-rna-alize and that health -giving lack of uniformity 
whic'h arc today more characteristic of private enterprise than of bureaucratic 
responsibility. Unless this hope can be realized, the big step we have now 
taken may prove anything but profitable to the commonwealth in future 
years. 

13. In the case of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Bailway, 
(iovt‘rnment already own 9(5 per cent, of the capital and the payments to 
the (yompany will aniouiit to million or 2‘f crores. In the case of the 
Assam Bengal llailway, Government own nearly 92 per cent, of the capital 
and the payments to the Company will bo £li million or 2 crores. In 
addition, we have given notice to the Tapti Valley Bailway Company of 
the purcliase of their line, which is a broad gauge lino 156 miles in length. 
It is owned by this Indian Company but operated by the Bomb^, Barnda 
and Central India Bailway Company. The purchase becomes effective on 
tliG 31st March, 1942, but as the purchase price of about crores wiU not 
be paid till early in 1942-43, no provision has been made m the present 

budget. 


14. Other capital expenditure next year has been put at about lOf crores 
of which about four crores will be charged to capital and the rest to the 
depreciation fund. That fund should receive about 12i crores, and if there 
are no unexpected charges against it, the assets at the end of the year 
should be 41 crores. There are those who, seeing a difference between 
what is going into and what is coming out of the depreciation fund, tend to 
assume that that difference represents money that should not go in at all. 
This is of course, a fallacy and it is well to remember that in the present 
situation the special difficulties in the way of making replacements and 
renewals’ must L reflected here. The curtailment of replaceinents repre- 
sents a definite deterioration which will have to be made good at a late 


date. 


Accounts for 1939-40. 

15. I turn now to the income and expenditure of the 
tilo r-nmitiff Year. Beo'innin» with 1939-40, I estimated that the yea 
woul? end with a^ surplus of 361 lakhs. But traffic iii the last two months 
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proved better than we expected by about 35 lakhs, while expenditure was 
below the estimate by half a crore. Interest and other charges wore up by 
19 lakhs, but miscellaneous revenue and expenditure gave us six lakhs more, 
BO that we had a surplus of 433 lakhs. Even so, this did not provide the 
one per cent, on capital which had to be paid to general revenues, so that 
these took the whole of our surplus and carried forward a demand for a 
further 30 lakhs to make good the deficit. That sum comes as a first charge 
against this year’s surplus. 


Revised Estimates for 1940-41. 

16. Passing to the current year, I estimated the traffic -receipts at 103 
crores. That figure looks like being considerably exceeded and we have 
placed the revised estimate at 109^ crores, a figure more than llj crores 
above the receipts of 1939-40. This large increase is due in part to the 
increases in freights and fares which were announced in the last budget 
statement; these are expected to have yielded over 6J crores by the end of 
the year. The rest represents the actual and expected improvement in 
traffic. Whereas the increase we got last year was entirely in goods traffic, 
this year’s increase has been mainly in jjassenger traffic. Our estimate 
allows for an increase in the volume of goods traffic of 2^ per cent, and 
in coaching traffic of 8 per cent. This increase in coaching traffic is parti- 
cularly encouraging as affording evidence of increased prosperity among the 
masses, and it is satisfactory to find that the increased charges have not 
produced the dire effects that were ai>prehendcd by some of their critics. 
In only a few directions did it prove desirable to grant exemptions from 
the enhanced scale of freights. The most important of these were the 
complete exemption of newsprint and newspapers and the concessions given 
to flour and pig iron on a number of lines. We are at the moment carrying 
particularly heavy traffic and are limited in respect of goods in important 
areas by the wagons available. 

17. A shortage of wagons at this season is no new thing, but the main 
shortage this year has been in unusual areas and occurred in spite of big 
improvements in operation which have added substantially to the effective 
supply of wagons. An expert committee on wagon turn-round, after a 
rapid survey last winter, recommended a large number of improvements 
that are saving wagon-time. A special Transport Advisory Officer, 
appointed in January, was able, with the co-operation of the interests con- 
cerned, to point the way to better wagon supplies, particularly for coal. 
In the result during the five months ending with April last, the East Indian 
and Bengal Nagpur Bailways were able to supply to the trade 48,000 more 
wagons than in the corresponding months of the previous year — an increase 
of about 12 per cent. We are also pressing on with works designed to 
secure better operation. In particular the provision of a second down line 
from Khana to Ondal, a work now in progress, should go a long way to 
assisting the East Indian Kailway in meeting the demands of the coal trade, 
while goods yards and goods sheds are being remodelled in many places, 
notably Moradabad, Sealdah and Bezwada. 

18. Our revised figure for working expenses and depreciation for this 
year is 66*71 crores, which is only seven lakhs more than the original esti- 
mate. We have saved about half a crore because prices did not rise to the 
extent we anticipated, but we have added an equivalent sum to meet 
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possible charges for war allowances and other emergent charges, so that 
our figures virtually mean that the substantial increase in traffic is not 
reflected in our expenditure figures. This, as I hope the House will agree, 
is not the least remarkable feature of this year’s working. It has of course 
to be remembered that the increase in traffic is not on the same scale as the 
increase in earnings, for we raised the rates, and that a large part of the 
increase in passenger traffic goes to fill out seldom over-crowded carriages 
and thus does not add appreciably to our expenses. Moreover the reper- 
cussions which a sudden increase in traffic produces in the way of increased 
charges for maintenance and repairs are felt more in later years than at the 
time. 

19. Adding interest charges of ii8,74 lakhs to the working expenses and 
deducting 79 lakhs as the balance of miscellaneous receipts over expendi- 
ture, we get an expenditure figure of 94*66 crores. This has to be set 
against an income of 109*25 crores. I exclude on both sides a figure of 547 
lakhs for worked lines. The resultant estimated surplus for the year is 14 
crores 59 lakhs. 

20. This, if it is realized, will be the highest surplus attained in any 
year since railway finances were separated. I hope that those critics who 
were, in the darker years, so ready to measure the railways’ inefficiency 
by the deficits, will apply the same canons of judgment to this year’s 
surplus. But it is a very faint hope and I do not share their views. Deficits 
and surpluses alike depend largely on factors outside the control of railway 
administrations. This is not only because they reflect so largely the 
economic situation in the country : it has also to be remembered that with 
railways under State control, the aim is not profits but service. Our rates, 
on which our income depends, are not fixed with a view to securing the 
maximum income: still less are our wages, which form the most important 
element in our expenses, fixed with a view to a minimum expenditure. 

21. At the same time, I am convinced that the efficiency of the railways 
has been rising steadily in recent years and the results now presented could 
not have been achieved without an immense amount of loyal work from all 
ranks in the railway service. They have had, in most cases, to work harder, 
to deal with many more passengers, to transport increased goods, to meet 
urgent and important demands from the military authorities. To all grades 
we have reason to be grateful. I would like to take this opportunity of 
acknowledging specially the services rendered by Sir Guthrie Russell, who 
relinquished the appointment of Chief Commissioner during the year to take 
up work more intimately connected with the war. He held that onerous 
and responsible post for eleven years, which were for the most part years 
when the task was particularly difficult. Solicitous alike for the interests 
of the public and of the staff, he made his influence felt in every direction 
and has left behind him an organization which is far more adequately 
equipped to meet the needs of the community than it was a dozen years 
ago and which secures better working conditions for those who man its 
ranks. 


Estimates for 1941^42. 


22. In framing the estimates for next year we are confronted with 
difficulties at least as great as those which faced us last year. We are 
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living in a time when prophecy is particularly hazardous. No one in this 
House, I imagine, foresaw with any approach to accuracy the main events 
in the international sphere during the last year, and the only certainty is 
that the war has not exhausted the surprises it can bring. There are 
various developments that might swiftly stultify any calculations we may 
make; and even events which, from the historical point of view, may be 
of minor importance can produce large reactions in our economic life. I 
would remind the House that within the last ten years the Kailway Member 
has twice found his estimate of the year’s balance more than ten crores out 
on the wrong side. If unexpected variations on this scale can occur in 
peace time, we who face far greater uncertainties run the risk of greater 
falsification of our expectations. What we have done is to put our figure 
for next year’s receipts at a crore below the revised estimate for this year, 
that is. at 108J crores. This is simply because the few factors in the 
situation whose effects we can calculate seem in the aggregate to justify 
such a variation. Our figure for this year had to be greatly increased, at 
the last moment, on account of the phenomenal traffic figures in a few 
weeks in January, and it would be unsafe to bank on their repetition, while 
there are other factors which suggest a little caution. But I must repeat 
that the unknown factors arc more important than those which we have 
considered and our figure would bo more accurately described as a guess 
than as an estimate. Adding 78 lakhs for net miscellaneous receipts, we 
get a total income of 109*03 crores. 

• 23. This allows for no imi)ortant eiianges in freights or fares. We 
intend to reduce the surcharge on coal by five per cent, for the months from 
April to October inclusive: this seasonal variation is designed to encourage 
those who can to ]ilace their orders at limes when the wagon pcsitiou ’s 
easier. We are examining the question of whether the rebates designed 
to encourage the export of coal and wheat arc still justified, and the ques- 
tion of whether suburban season ticket fares which were not altered when 
^^'e enhanced passenger fares last year, are giving a fair return at their 
present levels. We arc also considering whether the scale of fares for 
distances above /)0 miles on the East Indian Kailway should not be brought 
more into line with those in force on other State Kailways. But no change 
will be made in these charges at present or within the next three months 
at least. We propose to continue tlie exemptions for food-grains and 
fodder from the increased freight given last year, because so far as we can 
see, extra expenditure on staff will not be on a scale rendering it necessary 
to secure more revenue in that direction; but I would remind the House 
of the warning I gave last year that the maintenance of the exemption on 
food-grains must depend on the demands made on us for the remuneration 
of -our staff, and that the case for exemption of fodder is not so strong as it 
then was. 

24. On the expenditure side we have put the working expenses, including 
depreciation, at 68*60 crores. This is an increase of 1-89 crores over this 
year s revised estimate; the largest item in this increase represents a provi- 
sion for possible war allowances. Interest charges are put 14 lakhs lower 
than last year at 28,60 lakhs, so that our expenditure has been put at 97*20 
crores. This figure, and the figure I gave for receipts of 109-03 crores, 
exclude an item of crores which appears on both sides of the balance 
sheet on account of worked lines. The estimated surplus comes to 11*83 
crores.

Allocation of Surplus. 

25. In conclusion, I deal with the allocation of the surplus we expect 
to have. Were it not for the moratorium, this would have to go to the 
replacement of the loans taken from the depreciation fund, but the mora- 
torium relieves us from this obligation for the present, and the first charge 
will be the unpaid balance of the one per cent, contribution to general 
revejiues for last year; this amounts to 30 lakhs. 

26. The calculation of tlie contribution for this year brings us to the 
complicated provisions of the Convention governing the separation of railway 
iinances; most of us had forgotten how complicated these provisions were 
because for many years the surplus, if there was any, was not large enough 
to bring its complications into play. The first payment to Government 
consists of the one per cent, on the capital at charge of commercial lines, 
less the loss incurred on working strategic lines: this will amount to 4’ 63 
crores. The Convention provides that the next three crores should go to 
the railway reserve and that thereafter only two-thirds of the surplus should 
go to the railway reserve. The remaining third goes to general revenues 
and we estimate this amount at 2'22 crores. Adding these together and 
the demand on account of last year, the total of the three payments comes 
to 7 '15 crores. 

27. This would seem to leave 7*44 crores for the railways, but we have 
to reckon with yet another provision of the Convention. This stipulates 
that there shall be added to the one per cent, contribution one-fifth of the 
surplus profits remaining after payment of that contribution. The fixed 
contribution is based on the capital at charge in the penultimate year and 
this one-fifth is calculated likewise. What that means is that this sum, 
which we estimate at 1*82 crores, is only put into the railway reserve to be 
taken out again in the year after next. We propose, however, to surrender 
this sum during next year, when the amount will be determinate. The 
needs of the taxpayer are needs of the present and of the immediate future 
and there is nothing — if we ignore a few lakhs of interest that the railways 
would otherwise receive — to be gained by our holding on to the money till 
the following year. Thus the sura which, under the convention, the rail- 
ways receive “to have and to hold ’ is reduced to 5 ‘62 crores. 

28. From this reduced sum it is proposed to make a further large reduc- 
tion outside the Convention. We propose, in fact, to surrender half of it to 
general revenues which will treat it as a payment against the debt to Govern- 
ment. Speaking for the railways, 1 cannot but regard that debt as in large 
measure the result of an arrangement which imposes on the railways a 
burden too heavy for normal times. But we are living in abnormal times 
and feel that we should do all we reasonably can by way of direct assistance 
to the taxpayer at a time when he needs assistance more than ever before. 

29. This reduces, in the final result, the gain to the railway reserve to 
2 ’81 crores while general revenues stand to receive, by the five amounts 
I have mentioned, an aggregate of 11*78 crores — ^9*96 crores in this year’s 
accounts and 1'82 crores in next year’s. Against the railway’s credit of 
2*81 crores has to be set the disbursal of a crore which I mentioned earlier, 
so that the railway reserve will get a net increase, if our estimates prove 
accurate, of 1*81 crores. Even that, I may remind the House, has as its 
first object, to< quote the Convention, “to secure the payment of the annual 
contribution to general revenues*'. 
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80. I do not propose to take the House through the calculations for 
next year. The figures are much more hypothetical and before the year 
comes to a close, we shall have to consider the position created by the 
expiry of the moratorium. I will only say, therefore, that on the basis 
of the estimates we have framed and of the system adopted for dividing this 
year’s surplus, general revenues would receive, in addition to the payment 
of 1*82 crores already mentioned, sums amounting to 8*86 crores. The 
railway reserve would receive 8*47 crores. There would of course be the 
deduction of that 1*82 crores from the railway’s share, but I have taken 
this into account in estimating the net accretion of this year at 1*81 crores, 
and therefore omit it here. But there would be a further liability to 
Government on account of the one-fifth of next year’s surplus which would 
amount to 1*25 crores, so that the final net gain to the railways would 
be 2*22 crores and to general revenues 9*61 crores. 

31. These results will, I realize, come as a disappointment to many 
who are interested in the railways. Although we expect a record surplus, 
and one far exceeding my estimate of a year ago, our reserve gains a very 
small sum. It is true that we have strengthened our capital position, bub 
even if we take that into our calculations, the betterment to our position 
still falls short of the sum I hoped to receive on the basis origina 

estimates — that three crores which the Convention treats as the first pay-

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Speech of the Hoii*ble Mir. L. Wilson, Chief Commissioner 
of Railways, in presenting the Railway Budget for 
1941-42 in Council of State. 

Sir, I have the honour to present to the Council the statement of revenue 
and expenditure of the Governor General in Council in respect of the Indian 
Railways for the coming financial year. 

Accounts for 1939-40. 

2. 1 shall first deal with the results of 1939-40. Last year at this time my 
predecessor estimated that we would finish the year with a surplus of 3 *61 
crores. In the event, however, our receipts were 35 lakhs higher and our 
expenditure 50 lakhs less than our estimates, there was a small increase in 
interest charges and the actual surplus reached the figure of 4 '33 crores, the 
whole of which, under the ‘‘ moratorium ” approved by the Legislature, was 
paid as contribution to the general revenues. This sum fell short by 30 lakhs 
of our liability to general revenues under the Convention. 

Revised Estimates^ 1940-41. 

3 When the Budget for the current year was prepared, the war was only 
6 months old and the atmosphere was lull of uncertainty. There had been 
an improvement in traffic after the out break of war and it was assumed that 
soihe improvement would be maintained, allowance was also made for the 
effect of the increase in rates and fares introduced from 1st March, 1940 and 
the gross earnings wore put at 103 crores. In fact the improvement to the 
end of November was more substantial than was originally anticij)ated ; there 
was a set-back in the month of December but a phenomenal imi)rovement in 
January and we now expect that our receipts will be 109;^ crores, about 11| 
crores better than 1939-40 and crores bettor than our original budget esti- 
mate. On the expenditure side, the effect of the rise in prices has not been as 
consid(U’able as was anticipated, and the saving on this account on our original 
estimates may bo taken at about half a crore. But Govoninient have at pre- 
sent under consideration the report of the Court of Enquiry, which was appoint- 
ed in August last to examine the question of war dearness allowance to the 
employtH'S on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway. Government’s intention 
is to a])ply any principles, which may be adeptt d for the Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway, to other railway servants in th( ir tmj)loy to whom they might bo 
equally applicable. We are not in a position to anticipate the decision of 
Government on the recommendations of the Court, but for estimating purposes 
we cannot ignore the possibility of having to incur (expenditure on dearness 
allowance this year. Further, the phenomenal rush of traffic in January, to 
which I have alluded, must be reflected in increased working (^xj)(insea. ^To 
meet these two contingencies, wo have provided in the revised (*stimates the 
sum of half a crore. In consequence, we have placed our revised estimate of 
working expenses, including depreciation, at 6G’71 crores which is about the 
same figure as the original estimate. Wo now expect to hav(^ a surplus this 
year of a little over 14J crores. 

4. The moratorium, whereby, with the approval of the Legislature, rail- 
way revenues have been relieved of the liability to repay the loans taken from 
the depreciation fund and to repay the arrears of contributions due to gem^ral 
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Tevc-mies, is current until tho JUst March 1942, and if we were to take advant- 
ajre of this, the surplus, under the Convention of 1924, would be divisible as 
follows : — 

7*15crores to gtmeral revenues for 1940-41 (including 30 

lakhs arrears for 1939-40), and 

7 ’44 crores to railway reserve. 

But with a view to assist general revenues in the present emergency, it is pro- 
posed that, out of the sum of 7*44 crores payable into the railway reserve, 
1*82 crores representing the approximate amount due to general revenues in 
1942-43 under clause (2) of the Convention, should be hold in reserve for trans- 
fer to general nweiiues next year as an advance payment of what will be due 
in 1942-43, and that half of the balance that is 2*81 crores, should this year 
bo paid to general revenues. General revenues will then get 9*96 crores in 
1940-41. Of the remaining 4*63 crores, after earmarking the 1*82 crores re- 
quired for the advance payment to general revenues next year, we propose to 
utilise 1 croro towards writing down part of the capital cost of the State- 
managed linos which have been dismantled during the year and to devote the 
balance towards building up our railway reserve, the sum at credit of which 
now stands at the v(^ry inadequate figure of about 49 lakhs. At the end of the 
year, and excluding the sum of 1*82 crores earmarked for payment to general 
revenues next year, its balance will be 2*30 crores. 

The cost of the lines dismantled during the course of the year is about 190 
ilakhs, and wo ('xpoct to receive 50 lakhs from the sale of the released materials* 
We estimate that about 40 lakhs has already been contributed in respect of 
these linos to the depreciation fund sincie its inception, and we consider that 
the n(it burden on the fund arising out of the dismantling, after allowing for 
the 50 lakhs credit wo expect, should be limited to this sum. It is for this 
reason that wo are allocating to moot the balance of the total writo-ofiF involved, 
the sum of 1 croro 1 have already mentiomxi, from the railway share of the 
revenue surplus. 

The contribution from revenue to the depreciation fund during the current 
year will b(3 12*64 crores. Expenditure from tho fund, with which I shall deal 
later, will be a little over croros. The balance in the fund at the close of the 
year will, therefore, be 35* 13 crores. 

Revenue in 1941-42, 

5. Wo now come to the budget for the year 1941-42. It is difficult to form 
an estimate of what may happen this year which has less than two months to 
run, and it is still more difficult to make an estimate of what our earnings and 
working expense's are likely to be in tho coming year with trade conditions and 
tho international situation so uncertain. We are, therefore, unable to do 
better than assume that our Riccupts will be closely related to those of tho 
current year. [ have already mentioned tho phenomenal increase in earn- 
ings in January this year and we fool that, when relating next year’s earnings to 
the earnings of this year, wo should discount this increase by one croro and, 
subject to this reduction, take the same figures for the earnings of both years, 
that is, against 109 J crores in the current year take 108 J crores for 1941-42. 

Expenditure from Revenue in 1941-42, 

6. Our estimate for working expenses including depreciation has been 
placed at 68*60 crores which is an increase of about 2 crores on the current 
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year’s figure. This increase is mainly accounted for by the anticipated in- 
crease in the cost of repairs and maintenance and by the provision for deai noss 
allowance to certain low-paid staff for the wliole year. After allowing for a 
reduction of 14 lakhs in intt^rest chargers, we estimate the year’s working should 
result in a surplus of about 2J crores less than in the current year, that is 1 1 * 83 
erores against 14*59 crores. 

7. The contribution payable to the general revenucis for the next year 
under the Convention and with the moratorium still in forcjo is 6*14 crores. 
But after the payment of this contribution the budget has bocm framed on the 
assumption that we assist general revenues out f)f the remaining 5*69 crores 
in the same manner as is jiroposed in the current year. This would moan tliat 
2*22 crores will be allocated to general reveniK's and a sum of 3*47 crores to 
railway reserve. Of the latter amount 1*25 ttrores represents a liability to 
general revenues in 1943-44 under clause (2) of the Convention. We also, as 
I have already mentioned, propose to withdraw the sum of 1*82 crores paid 
into the railway reserve this year and transfer it to general revenues as advance 
payment of the contribution due in 1942-43. The total contribution to the 
general revenues would thus bo 10* 18 crores and the amount transferred to the 
railway reserve fund 1*65 crores, bringing the total in the fund to 5*77 crores, 
including the liability to general revenues of 1*25 crores. This is a very small 
reserv(’i in view of the fact that in the five years following 1924-25 wlum the 
reserve fund was opened, a sum of 18|- crores was acjcumulated and that during 
the depression period which followed, this amount, with the exception of about 
J crore wliich was invested, was used up in 3 years and afterwards railways 
failed to meet their obligations to general revenues to the extent of 35 crores 
and also had to borrow 30 crores from the depreciation fund to meet interest 
charges. A reserve of about 83 crores would, therefore, have been iK'cessary 
to enable railways to meid their obligations, without borrowing, during the last 
depression period. The appropriation to th(‘ depreciation fund during 1941- 
42 will be 12*68 crores and the withdrawals about 6| crores ; the balance at 
<3redit of the fund at the end of the year will be about 41 crores. 

Capital and Depreciation. 

8. I shall now turn to our expenditure undm- ca])ital and from the deprecia- 
tion fund. During the current year, our revised (estimate allows for an expendi- 
ture of 2^ crores under capital and a littk^ more than crores under deprt^cia- 
tion fund. In the 2J crores under capital is includt^d tlie sum of 1| crores on 
account of the purchase price of the Bengal Dooars Kailway. In regard to the 
depreciation fund, [ have already alluded to the sum of 40 lakhs which will be 
the not debit to it on account of lines being dismantled this ytvar. In addition 
to this sum, we propose also to write-off to the depreciation fund the sum of 41 
lakhs which ropresemts the value in the balance sheets of St.‘itc-manag(}d lail- 
ways (Commercial) of assets which wen' abandonced ])rior to 1924 but have 
remained at the charge of capital. TIh^ remaining expenditure against the 
fund, somewhat less than 1\ crores, is mainly for rc])lacemtuits and roiK'wals. 

9. Our programme for 1941-42 includes 4*87 crores for tlu^ purchase of the 
Assam Bengal and tlu^ Bombay, Baroda and (kuitral India llailways. for 
which provision has been made in full. 4’he sums allotted for opcui line works, 
are about 6 crores for track rem^wals, | crore for bridges and 2| crores for other, 
structural works. The programmer also provides a little over 4|^ crores for- 
rolling stock and 67 lakhs for an increase in store's balances of railways, which 
has been necessitated by the present day situation. From tJie total piovision 
for open line works, we have deducted about 19 per cent, to allow for railways 
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being unable to spend the full amount and estimate the expenditure, including 
the purchase of the two railways, at 15^ crores of which 8f crores is chargeable 
to capital and about 6f crores to depreciation fund. 

10. I will now briefly mention some aspects of the activities of Railways 
in the light of the past year’s experience. 

11. As foreshadowed in last year’s budget speech the Hours of Employ- 
ment Regulations have been extended to the Assam Bengal and Bengal Nag- 
pur Railways, with effect from the 1st January 1941. This completes the 
application of the Regulations to all State-owned Class I Railways. 

12. In accordance with the motion adopted in this House last year, it 
has now been decided to place the Government Inspectors of Railways under 
an authority other than the Railway Board and it is hoped to bring the new 
Inspectorate into being shortly. The new Inspectorate will be attached to 
the Department of Communications and, as this Department is not staffed 
by officers with experience in railway operations, it will include a Chief In- 
spector who will be the principal technical adviser to Government on matters 
with which the Inspectorate is concerned. The existing cadre consists of 
five Inspectors ; the new cadre will have the same number and in addition 
the Chief Inspector and an Assistant who will when required take over the 
duties of an Inspector on leave. The cadre will be recruited as at present 
from Engineers on State-managed railways with the exception of the Chief 
Inspector who may be recruited from either a State or a Company-managed 
railway. The officers appointed to the cadre will sever all connection with 
railways and will not thereafter be eligible for any appointment under the 
Railway Board. 

13. Last year my predecessor referred to certain measures for the benefit 
of the staff, which were then under consideration. These related to the 
Pi evident Fund and Government have since decided that, with effect from 
1st January 1941, all those railway employees who do not at present subscribe 
to the Fund and who have completed 16 years’ service may, at their option, 
subscribe to the Fund ; also certain anomalies which existed as between one 
railway and another have to a great extent been removed by extending the 
option to all those who were not formerly subscribers and whose emoluments 
are more than Rs. 30 a month. 

14. I am aware that Honourable Members take particular interest in 
the proposals to build broad gauge locomotives in India and I would like to 
be able to say that action had been further advanced than has, in all the 
circumstances, been found possible. In the present emergency it has not 
been possible to proceed with the design of a workshop suitable for locorno- 
tive building on a large scale, further all available skilled labour, machine 
tools and materials are required for war work. The shops reported on as 
suitable for conversion for locomotive building have therefore been handed 
over to the Supply Department for war work and the normal locomotive 
repair work transferred to the shops of other railways. If as is expected 
this redistribution of the repair work proves satisfactory, the way will be 
open for the building programme at the end of the war. Meanwhile valuable 
experience will be gained in the construction of broad gauge locomotives 
at the Ajmer shops of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, for 
in addition to the normal work of constructing metre gauge locomotives, 
work is now being started on orders for 25 light type broad gauge locomotives 
for the North Western and Great Indian Peninsula Railways. We expect 
that the first broad gauge locomotive built at Ajmer will be ready at the end 
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of 1942 but this will depend on the availability of the material to be imported, 
in regard to which the position is at present somewhat obscure. 

16. Similar uncertainty exists as regards the supply of boilers and boiler 
plates for maintenance of locomotives and, whilst every endeavour is being 
made to obtain supplies, there will be delays and a risk of a consequent shortage 
of power. The supply of wheels and axles for wagons is in arrears and here 
also we must be prepared to face a shortage. As regards stores generally, 
it has for many years been our policy to utilise, as far as available, suitable 
indigenous products and of these only the supply of steel is causing anxiety 
and strict economy is being exercised, — ^we are limiting our coach building 
to the number of new underframes in stock and to rebuilding on old under- 
frames. Wood sleepers are being ordered instead of steel for sections of 
the railways where normally steel would be used. We are already aware 
that the supply of new rails will probably be less than half our normal re- 
quirements and, with the ever increasing demand for munitions, the position 
may further deteriorate. I am not taking a pessimistic view of the situation 
and trust that, throughout the emergency, we shall be able to carry the traffic 
offering though there may be some delay in handling it in peak periods. 

16. My predecessor last year mentioned the appointment of a Com- 
mittee to report on measures to be taken to improve the utilisation of wagons 
and the recommendations of this Committee have already resulted in con- 
siderable im])rovement in this direction. He .also mentioned works to be 
taken in hand on the East Indian Railw.ay which will increase the line capacity 
on the congested sections of that railway. Those works are in hand and will, 
when completed, afford substantial relief. 

17. The Transport Advisory Officer who was appointed in January 
1940 has been of great assistance in improving the supply of wagons to the 
collieries and in the distribution of the loaded wagons. He has worked in 
dose co.o])eiation with the Wagon Supply Committee, the three Calcutta 
Railways, the Director of Wagon Interchange and the Chief Mining Engineer, 
all of whom, I understand, make good use of his advice. 

18. The war has had a great effect on all our activities. We have had 
to handle additional traffic which, of course, is our proper business, but we 
have been able to give assistance in the war effort in directions outside our 
normal activities. We cannot, of course, compare our effort with that which 
is being made by English Railways, which are in the battle area, but we can 
take credit for such efforts as we have been called upon to make. OurAvork- 
shops are, in addition to their normal work, employed to an ever increasing 
extent on the manufacture of munitions besides which certain shops have 
been, and others shortly will be, entirely employed on w^ir work. We are 
also training a large number of skilled work-men for munitions production. 
These men, on the completion of their training, will be employed either in 
railw^ay workshops, or in other shops, employed on war work. 

19. Many railway officers have been released not only for s(‘r\ice in 
Railway Technical Units but for work in other departments, including the 
Supply Department, in connection with the war. A number of Reserve 
officers have rejoined their Units and the majority of the R. E. officers have 
been recalled to military duty. Apart from gazetted officers, other railway 
employees have volunteered and have beem accepted for comb.atant and 
non-combatant service chiefly, of course, in the Railway Technical Units 
where their professional abilities will be utilised to the best advantage. 
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20. Honourable Members are already aware that railways have been 
called upon to supply track for essential military purposes and that, after 
spare stocks were exhausted and taking into account track which would 
be released by our relaying programme within the required time, it was neces- 
sary to dismantle certain branch lines. Great care was given in the selection 
of the lines to be dismantled and the branches closed were those with suitable 
track which were unremunerative or insufficiently remunerative and which - 
served areas provided with other forms of transport facilities. In every 
case the Provincial Government, or the Indian State concerned, was consulted. 
The branches selected for dismantlement cover a mileage of 348, of which the 
track on branches covering 137 miles has been lifted, branches covering 123 
miles are in process of dismantlement and work on a branch of 88 miles will 
immediately be taken in hand. I am not in a position to say what further 
assistance in this direction railways will be called upon to give, but Honourable 
Members may rest assured that, if any steps are taken, the necessity will 
be a real one and that the search for an alternative to dismantlement, which 
we have made from the beginning, will continue. 

21. On this occasion each year it is the privilege of the Chu4* Commis- 
sioner of Railways to refer with pleasure to the services rendered by the staff 
on Indian Railways. I am sure none of my predecessors has had better 
reason than I have this year for doing so. The highly experienced staff is 
being reduced by war demands, especially in the officers and supervising 
cadres involving frequent change in charges and this at a time when they 
are called upon to deal with an increased traffic and with the initiation and 
execution of new activities to some of which I have already briefly referred. 
The response all along the line has been admirable and with an esprit de corps 
second to none I look to the future with confidence.

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Explanatory Memorandum on the Railway 
Budget for 1941-42. 


Introductory. 

The results of commercial and strategic lines are, as usual, dealt with 
together. They are, however, shown separately in a concise form in Parts III 
and IV respectively of this memorandum.

2, The actual not results of 1930-40 were better than those of 1038-30 by 
nearly 3 crorcs and exceeded even our revised estimate by nearly J crore. 
As regards receipts, we anticipated a substantial bettcTincnt, as compared 
with the previous year, on two considerations. Firstly, though the early months 
of the year had seen a deterioration in traffic, yet there had been, since the 
outbreak of the war in September 1939, a substantial improvement. Secondly, 
a general addition to freights and fares was made with effect from the 1st March 
1940. Actually the betterment turned out to be more than we expected. The 
total receipts rose to 97 • 65 crores against 94 • 48 crores for 1938-39 and 97 • 30 
crores in our revised estimate, an increase of 3* 17 crores and -35 crore respec* 
tively. The actual working expenses also varied from the estimate on the 
favourable side, being below the revised estimate by 50 lakhs, but there was an 
increase of a few lakhs in the interest charges. In the net result, therefore, the 
actual surplus exceeded our revised estimate by 72 lakhs. The sui-plus was 
paid to the general revenues in part payment of the contribution due under 
the convention relating to the separation of railway from general finances. 
This payment was rendered possible by the decision of Government, with 
the approval of the Legislature, to postpone for the present the repayment of 
loans taken from the depreciation fund to meet deficits in previous years. 

3. The expenditure from the depreciation fund was about crores, while 
the appropriation from revenue to the fund was a little over 12 J crorcs. The 
actual balance at the credit of the fund at the end of the year was thus about 
6 crores more than the opening balance and stood at 30| crores. The nominal 
balance, including the temporary loans amounting to about 30^ crores, taken 
from the fund to meet the deficits for the five years from 1931-32, was a little 
over 61 crores.

4. Tn framing the budget estimate of receipts for 1940-41, we assumed 
that the conditions which prevailed in the latter part of last year and led to an 
improvement in traffic, would continue throughout this year, and allowance 
was also made for the increase in freights and fares mth effect from 1st March 

1940. We provided for an increase of about 5f crores over the revised estimate 
for 1939-40, after allowing for the additional day’s earnings in February 1940. 
ActuaUy, in 1939-40 we earned 97*65 crores. In the current year, the improve- 
ment in traffic earnings, as compared with last year, was to the end of Novem- 
ber, continuously much more substantial than was originally expected, ranging 
from 10 to 17 per cent. Tn December, however, the improvement was only 
slight, viz.y 5 per cent, and was attributable solely to the enhancement of 
rat('s and faies, as tlie tiaffie was actually less than last year. In January 

1941, there was a very su})stantial revival, the apj)roximate ligures foi* the 
last 21 days of that month exceeding the actuals of the previous year by 
almost 120 lakhs. On the whole, we now expect the total reeei])ts of t]u‘ 
current year to be 109*25 crores, that is, nearly llj croies moic than hut 
year and cro.es more than our orioinal estimate. 

5. On the expenditure side, the effect of the rise in prices is not now expect- 
ed to be as considerable as we anticipated a year ago, and had no fresh items of 
expenditure to be taken account of, the total working expenses would have now 
been estimated at about half a croro less than in the original budget. The 
report of the Court of Enquiiy, appointed by the Government of India in 
August 1940 to examine the question of the grant of a war dearness allowance to 
employees on tlie Great Indian Peninsula Railway is, however, now under the 
consideration of Government. Government’s intention is to apply any prin- 
ciples which th(‘y may adopt for the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, to other 
railway servants in their employ to whom those principles might be equally 
applicable. Without anticipating the decision of Government in any way and 
solely for budgetary purposes, provision has been made in the estimates of 
both the current and the next year for the ])OSsible payment of dearness 
alloAvance to low paid employees. We consider it ])rudent also to make some 
allowance for the effr^ct on working expeiuses of the exceptionally heavy 
traffic in January. Consequently, we have arrived at a revised estimate of 
working expensc^s which is about the same as the original estimate. 

Net traffic receipts, after meeting working expenses, arc expected to be 
about 9f crores more than last year. 

Th net results of the miscellaneous transactions are expected to show a 
betterment of a little less than J crore. 

The total net revenue of all State-owned railways is now estimated to be 
about 10 crores above last year (43*33 crores against 33*44). 

The interest charges are about ^ crore less than last year. 

The surplus of all State-owned lines is thus estimated to be about lOJ ci ores 
over last year, i,e., 14*59 crores against 4*33 of last year. 

6. If the provisions of the ‘ moratorium * resolution passed by the Legisla- 
ture in September 1939 in accordance with which railway revenues were relieved 
up to tlie 31st March 1942 of the liability to repay {a) the temporary loans taken 
in past years from the depreciation fund to meet deficits and (h) arrears of 
contribution due under the convention of 1924 to central revenues, were to be 
availed of, this surplus would be disposed of in the following way. Nearly 
6 crores would be paid as contribution to general revenues (4f crores repre- 
senting the oentribution for the current year and the remainder arrears for the 
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last year). Of the remaining portion of the surplus (nearly 9f ctores), about 
crores would be transferred to general revenues and a little less than TJ 
crores to railway reserve. The total contribution to general revenues would 
thus be a little over 7 crores. 

In the financial conditions, however, created by the war which, while it 
has brought unprecedented prosperity to railway l evenucs, has thrown on 
the general revenues a burden of increasing magnitude. Government considei* 
that railway revenues should afford to geiieial revenues a substantially 
greater measure of assistance than the 7 crores mentioned. On the basis of 
this year’s estimates, it has been calculated [vide Appendix XI at page 111 
of this memotamlum) that in respect of that element in clause (2) of the 1924 
convention, wliich involves, after a contribution of 1 j)cr cent, of the caiut.'d 
at charg(' ot commercial lines has been paid, a fuither liability of Ith of any 
surplus profits remaining on the working of these lines, the sum of 1 *82 crorcF 
will be due by railway to cential revenues in 1942-43. It is pioposed, there- 
fore, while tra.nsfeiriiig that sum this year to the railway reserve, to eaimark 
it for payment to geneial revenues next year as an atlvance payment aeainst 
the lia,bilities of 1942-43. It is fuither proposed to appoition the balance, 
viz. 5*62 croies that would then be available for transfer to the railway 
reserve, cquall^^ between central and railway jcvcnues, the ])ortion accruing 
to the former being taken in reduction of arrears of contii'nution and the 
portion accruing to the latter being transferred to the railway reserve fund. 
The total estimated contribution to general revenues this year will, therefore, 
be 9*96 crores. The railway reserve will receive 4*63 crores, of which 1*82 
crores will be eaiTuarkcd, as aheady explained. Of the balance, it is jnoposed 
to utilise 1 crore to wiite off capital at charge of dismantled lines on State- 
managed railways. As stated elsewhere in this memoiandum, the write off 
this yeai' on that account 190 lakhs, of whicli it is expected to recover 60 
lakhs by the sale of rcleas(?d materials. In res])ect of these lines, it has been 
calculated that tlicic is now available in the depi cciation fund a sum of 40 
lakhs. Tlicic is thus an uucoveied balance of 1 croie, which will be met by 
the pioposod withdrawal from the reseiic fund. The balance in the railway 
reserve at the end of the year is thus estimated to be about 4*12 croies. 

7. The net e-xpeiiditui c on renewals and i e[)la cements chargeable to the 
deju eciation fund is now expected to he a little over 8J crores against the 
contiihution to the fund of about 12f cioics. The actual balance at the end 
of the year will be about 35 crores. The nominal balance will be about 66J 
crores. 


8. At tlu' end of 1940-41 the liabilities of l aiiways to be nu^t in subse(|ueiit 
years will amount to ab>out 62 85 crores, of which 30-29 cioies is the amount 
borrowed fiom the depreciation fund to meet deficits in certain past years 
and the rest 32-56 croies represents the unjiaid balance of contribution due 
to general revenues.

9. In framing the original revenue estimate of the current ,>oar we 
observed that the lack of confidence we had felt in recent years in estimating 
railway earnings owing to the uncertainty of the international situation had not 
been diminished by the outbreak of war. In estimating for next year we feel 
that our most rclialde guide lies in the figures of the pre- ent yi'a-i . We have, 
however, thought it prudent not to assume a recurrence of the abnormally 

c 2 
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high receipts in January 1041 referred to in paragraph 4 above and have 
theiefore fixed our budget figure of receipts at a crore less than our revised 
estimate for the current year, viz., at 108:J crores. 

10. Our working expenses show an increase of nearly 1*9 crores mainly on 
account of the provision made for the possible payment of dearness allowance 
to certain low paid staff referred to in paragrapli 5 above, increased repairs 
and maintenance, further rise in price of materials and a change in the method 
of adjustment of provident fund contribution on certain railways. 

11. Net traffic receipts, after meeting working expenses, are thus expect* 
od to be about 2-9 crores less than this year. Interest charges too are 
slightly less. 

The net result arrived at is a surplus of about 2f crores less than the 
current year, i.c., 11*83 crores against 14*59 crores in the current year. 

12. Out of this surplus, a sum of 4*8 crores is payable as the one per 
cent, contribution to general revenues. Of the remainder a sum oflj crores 
is required under the convention to be transferred to general revenues and 5| 
crores would then, if the provisions of the moratorium were availed of, be 
available for transfer to the railway reserve. For the reason indicated in j>ara. 6 
above, it is, however, proposed that, after setting aside 1*25 crores representing 
one-fifth of the estimated surplus over and above the contribution of 1 per 
cent, payable in 1943-44 on the results of the year 1941-42 (vide calculations 
in Appendix XII), the balance available for transfer to the railway reserve 
sbould be apportioned in the manner described in para. 6 above* in res])ect of 
the current year. General revenues will thus receive a further sum of 2*22 
crores which will be regarded as a part repayment of the arrears of contribution. 
They will also receive the advance payment of 1*82 crores, mentioned in 
para. 6. The total payment to general revenues in 1941-42 will, therefore, 
according to present estimates, amount to 10* IS crores, vide the following 
details : —

The balance at the end of tlio year in the railway reserve is thus estimated 
to be about 5f ei ores. 

13. The appropriation to the depreciation fund in 1941-42 will be about 
12| crores. The withdrawals from the fund are likely to amount to over 
6J crores. The net acereiion to the fund during the year will thus be a little 
leas tlian 6 crores and the balance at the end of the year will amount to 
41 crores. The nominal closing balance is expected to be about 71 J crores. 

14. At the end of 1941-42 the liabilities of railways to be met in subsequent 
years will amount to 60*03 crores, i.e., 30 '29 crores on account of the 
amount borrowed from the depreciation fund and 30 • 34 crores on account 
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of the unpaid balance of the contribution due to general revenues. The 
details are as follows : —

These figures indicate the position of Indian railways as a dividend- paying 
concern. It is usual to give here for comparison the dividends declared by 
certain important foreign railways. These figures for 1939 are not available 
except for Class I Railroads, United States, which it is observed, have declared 
a dividend of 2-26 per cent, for 1939. The dividends for 1938 for certain other 
foreign railways were given in this memorandum last year. 

16. The results of the working of Indian railways from the separation of 
the railway from the general budget in 1924 to the end of 1939-40 are given in 
detail in Section B of Chapter II of Volume I of the Administration Report on 
Railways for 1939-40. It was stated in this memorandum last year that the 
tendency of working expenses to increase had been gravely accentuated by 
war conditions. The provision for dearness allowance now included in the 
estimates is a noteworthy feature of this increase.

IS. <lur receipts have, fiom the beginning of the current year, been sub- 
stantially greater than last year, though the propoi'tion of increase has fluc- 
tuated from month to month. Up to the end of November, it vaiiod within 
limit ’, of 10 to 17 per cent, above last yearns figure. In December, it fell to 
a litth‘ below 5 per cent., whi(4i meant that the volume of traffic was actually 
lowci than last year, as the elTeet of enhancement of rates and faros on the same 
volume of ti a flic would have given us a little over 0 per cetit. The a])f)i oxiniatc 
figures available fo?* January show, however, that there has been a very 
su bsta ntial r('-co ve i y . 

19. ft will b(5 remembered that the rates and fares were raised as follows 
with effect from the Ist March 1940 : — 

(i) Two annas in the rupee in the total freight (including terminals and 

other such charges) on each consignment of goods traffic, exclud- 
ing coal, coke, patent fuel, military traffic, railway materials and 
stores on revenue account, food grains, fodder and manures ; 

(ii) Two annas in the rupee of the total freight on each consignment of 

coaching traffic other than passenger ; 

(Hi) One anna per ruyjee of fare for all passenger traffic, except for faxes 
of one rupee and less. 

The surcharge on coal, coke and patent fuel was also increased from 12J 
per cent, with a maximum of one rupee per ton to 15 pei* cent, without maxi- 
mum, and this surcharge was further increased to 20 per cent, from the 1st 
November to the end of the financial year. The effect of these enhancements 
by themselves is expected to be an increase of about 6 per cent, over the 
leceipts of last year. 
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20. We now expect that the total receipts for the current year will reach 
109 • 25 crores as against 97 • 65 last year and 103 * 00 taken as our original budget 
estimate for the current year. Half of the estimated increase over last yearV^ 
figures is expected to accrue from goods traffic and the oilier half from passenger 
and other traffic, passenger earnings accounting for about 3 chores.

22. In framing our icviscd estimates of passenge: earnings foi- lh31)-40 
and our budget foj- tliis yeaig we took an inciease of only 90 laklis in the cun ent 
year over the last (27*35 crores for 1939-40 and 28*25 cioies for 1940-41) 
Our estimate for last year proved to be an under-estimate, the actual earning 
being 27*78 crores. There has been steady improvement in the ])osse!nger 
earnings from the beginning of the cuirent year and our present anticipations 
are that the total passenger earnings will be about crores above the original 
estimate. 

23. The improvement in other coaching earnings has been even bettei* than 
in passenger earnings, though there has been some violent fluctuation. The 
cai nings continued to rise from the beginning of the year till aftei a slight droy) 
in June, they reached their highest y^oint in Auguh.t 1940. From September, 
though the earnings are keeping above the level of last year, the increase is 
not so great. In coaching earnings other than passenger, avc now anticipate 
an increase of about IJ crores ovei- last year and about li cioj os ovcj our 
original budget estimate. 

Of the increases referred to in the foregoing pai agr a-yihs about If ci ores 
is attributable to the enhancement of rates and fares brouglit into force from 
1st March 1940. 

24. Goods earnings also have shown an increase from the commencement 
of the year, though the percentage of inciease was not steady throughout. 
April, May, July and October disclosed an increase in tlic neighbourhood of 
15 per cent.; August 11 per cent.; June and Seyitember 8 pei* cent, and November 
6 per cent., while the lowest point was touched in December at 1 yiei* cent. 
January 1941 showed a betterment of about 15 per cent, as comyiared with 
the last year. 

As regards the variation in earnings from the movement of different 
commodities, an increase of about a crore has accrued from coal .and other 
marked incieases are from sugar, metallic ores, oilseeds, gur, jaggery and 
molasses, cotton and tobacco. Rice has shown a marked decline, and thei e 
has been a slight falling off in raw jute. 

Our present anticipations of goods earnings are about 6^ crores over last 
year and about 2 crores over our original budget estimate. Of the increase over 
last year, about 5 crores is attributable to the enhancement in rates brought 
into force from 1st March 1940. 
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25. The total train mileage of State-owned railway systems increased from 
179*05 millions in 1938-39 to 180*44 in 1939-40 an increase of -77 per cent., 
wliile the pass(3nger train miles decreased from 109*05 millions to 106*94 
millions, i.e.., a dec» ea se of about 1 • 97 per cent. The goods train miles increased 
from 70*25 millions to 73*74 millions, an increase of about 4*98 per cent. 

The number of passcngeis carried increased by about 1 million but the 
p issongei’ miles dccreas<d by about 1*25 per cent., due to the average lead of 
a passennei jomnoy liaving fallen f(Om 34*3 in 1938-39 to 33*9 in 1939-40.

hi !(‘g.i !d to goods tiafTlc, the freight tons increased from 80*56 millions 
in 1938-39 to 84* 15 millions in 1939-10 or an increase of al)out 4*5 per ec'ut. 
and the fi eight ton miles fiom 21,101 millions to 22,398 millions or an inoease 
of about 5*8 [)or (;nnt., duo mainly to a ris(3 in the volume of traffic handled and 
slightly to an inciiM.i*, in the; aveiage lead ivhiclj I’ose from 190 miles in 1938-39 
to 192 in 1939-40. The goods oarniners rose from 04*38 cron's in 1938-39 to 
08*07 cronjs in 1939-40. The increase in train miles is chiefly under goods 
which is attributabh; to an incr ease in the tonnage of goods as well as freight 
ton miles as compared with the ]);‘evious year.

27. Our present estimate of tlie total Avoiking expenses of the current 
year (including di'pn'ciation) show^s an increase of nearly 2 (uores over last 
year, but is practically the same as the original budget estimate. In consi- 
dering the increase over last year, it should bt* borne in mind that our revised 
estimab' of traffle eai*iiings for tlu^ current year is about 4| crores above the 
actual earnings of last y(;ar, ('xeluding the (*ffect of th(; enbancenumt of rates 
and fares made from 1st March 1940. The total train mil(;s (expected now to 
be run this year are also about 13 lakhs more than last year. 

28. Tin; principal (;auses of the increase on last year’s figure are briefly 
as follows : — 


(i) The additional provision made for the; reasons given in paragraph 
5 above (50 lakhs). 

{ii) the general rise in price of materials consumed in lepairs and main- 
tenance account for an increase of about 42 lakhs. 
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(ni) the cost of coal and frei^lit on coal are together expected to in- 
crease by about 29 lakhs — ^the former on account of larger con- 
sumption of coal as well as rise in price, and the lattc^r on account 
of larger stocking. 

(iv) it will be remembered that with a view to the avoidance of over- 

ca])italisation, tlu^ Government of India, witli the approval of 
the Standing finance Committt*e for Railways, dt^eided tliat 
with eff( ct fiom 1st April 1940 the then existing limit of Rs. 2,000 
for new minor works should b(‘ raist'd to Rs. 10,000. Th^^ ('tfect 
of this has been an additional expenditure from revemue fd 25 
lakhs. 

(v) inereas(xl I’epairs to assets, ineludinff the shifting of ghats and ghat 

lines and n^pairs to flood damage s on the Eastern Bengal Rail- 
way, account for 62 lakhs. 

(vi) the payment this year for Dk'sel eais on the North Western Rail- 

way iiivolv(‘s an addition of 14 lakhs. 

{vii) expenditure on gratuities is expe(?ted to increase by 1 1 lakhs. 

Against the above increase s, there is a substantial dc^erease of 48 lakhs 
due to the adjustment in 1939-40 of the entire balance due to the depreciation 
fund on account of Hardinge Bridge protection works. There is also expected 
to be a saving of 17 lakhs on ace-ount of the closing of th(^ Chola Power House 
on the Great Indian Peninsula Raihvay, but this is set off by a number of 
items of increase, e.(/., the introduction of thc^ Hours of Employment 
Regulations, additional staff for increased traffic, and extension of provident 
fund concessions to certain low paid staff* 

29. As already stated, the revised estimate of working expenses is practi- 
oally the same as the original budget estimate. The effect of th(^ general rise 
in the price of materials has turned out to bo less serious than was originally 
anticipated. It is expected to be now 42 lakhs against the original estimate 
of 92. The proYision (15 lakhs) we made originally for the annual instalment 
of the repayment to the depreciation fund of the loan taken from it in 1933 
to meet the special repairs to the Hardinge Bridge is not now required, as 
after the budget was framed last year, it was decided to pay off the 
whole of the outstanding balance in 1939-40. 

Taking the above two items into consideration, tlu'ic' is expected to be a 
real increase over the original estimate of 65 lakhs. This increase is 
mainly accounted for by thb provision we are now making for dearness allow- 
ance to low paid staff, and for additional working expemse including an 
increase in the coal and freight bill on actcount of increased consumption 
and increased stocking. 

30. A more detailed I'xplanation of the variations iind(u‘ each of th(' heads 
of expenditure under which working expenses are shown will be found in the 
memoranda placed before the Standing Einance^ Committte for Railways and 
printed as part of the proceedings of their meetings on the 28th and 29th of 
January 1941, Volume XVII, No. 5. 

31. The amount required for the depreciation fund is expected to be 
5 lakhs more and 2 lakhs less than the actuals of last year and the budget of 

the current year respectively. The amount is calculated at -^th of the 
capital at charge at the end of the previous yt^ar, and the latter vaiiation 
is due to the fact that the capital at charge at the end of 1939-40 was less 
than that estimated at the time of framing the budget for the current year.

32. The net result of all miscellaneous transactions is a not receipt of 7^ 
lakhs, which is 4 lakhs more than our original estimate and 15 lakhs more thaii 
the not rece ipts of last year. This is mainly due to the increase in the in- 
terest received on th(^ balance in the depreciation fund. The receipt on ac- 
count of the int(^n*st on the railway reserve fund is counterbalanced by the 
increased surplus jirofits payable to Indian States and railway (jompanies, the 
net (‘arniiigs of the lines being more in 1939-40 than in 1938-39.

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38. Our estimate of working expenses (excluding depreciation) is nearly 
2 croies more than in the current year. The most important item in this 
increase is the pi ovision for the payment of dearness allowance for the whole 
year instead of a part in the curient year. 

The procedure regarding tlie adjustment of contribution to the provident 
fund has been different on three railways from that on others. While on the 
latter railways the contribution due for each half year is made in the accounts 
of that half year, on the former the adjustment is being made at present in the 
siibse(pient half year. The procedure on these three railways is being altered 
so as to bring it into line with that on others. This moans that three adjust- 
ments will have to be made in the next year instead of t^o. This accounts 
for an extra expenditure of about 26 lakhs. 

A further rise is anticipated in the ])rico of materials next year and is 
expected to involve* an additional expenditure of 10 lakhs. 

Provision for extension of the provident fund concession to certain low 
paid staff has to be made for a full year instead of a part. This involves an 
additional exjienditure of 7-J- lakhs.

44. Our works programrae for the current year was anticipated to involve 
an outlay of about 13f crones, but in tlu^ lii^ht of past cxp<u’i(uic 3 (^, we provided 
only 11 J crones as wo considered it improbable that the full amount would he 
utilized. Of this amount, 4J crores was to bti an addition to capital and the 
balance of 7 crores was to be found from the depreciation fund. Our pre^sent 
anticipations are that our total expenditure, includincr IJ crores on account 
of the purchase price of the Bcmgal Dooars Railway, which was not originally 
budgetted for, will amount to a little ovei 101 croies, of which about ciores 
will b(^ charged to ca])ital and the balance to tlie dcpicciation fund. '^Plus 
estimate takes into account 190 lakhs which it is ptoposed to write back from 
capital on account of the original cost of c.ertain branch linos dismantled tliis 
year. Of this suin however, as explained in paragraph 6 of this niomor andum, 
1 c'j'oi e will 1)0 met by withdrawal from the railway reserve, leavijig 90 lakhs 
debitablc to the dc])reciation fund, which is expected to receive a cicdit of 
60 lakhs on account of the mateiial released from the lines in question. A 
further sum of 41 lakhs is also being written otf capital by debit to the depie- 
ciation fund on account of abandoned assets on State-managed commercial 
lines. Detailed information is given in the memoianda })laced before the 
Sending Finance Committc'o in their meetings on tlu' 28th and 29th January 
1941 (vide Proceedings, Volume XVTT, No. 5). 

1941 - 42 . 

45. For 1941-42, our programme provides for a total expenditure of a 
little over 19*3 cror'es, excluding about I J crores I'epresenting the credits for 
material returned from works not charged to revoniio, or* 18 crores including 
such credits. Of the total, about 67| lakhs is for increase in the stores balances 
of railways. 

No oxponditun* is expo(;ted on nrnv construction projects except a nominal 
amount of 11 thousand, which is required for closing the accounts of the Sind 
Right Bank Feeders Railw^iy. 

Under open lino works, a sum of about 4J crores has been provided for the 
purchase of the Assam Bengal and the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railways. A rough distiibutioii of tho rest of the total provision is track 
renewals 6 crores, bridge work a liltlo over f crore, of which 1\ lakhs is for 
protection works to tho Hardingo Bridge, other structural Avorks 2^ crores 
and rolling stock a little over 4i\ crores. Locoraotivt's and boikus cost about 
181 lakhs, carriagi’s 89 lakhs, wagons about 169 lakhs and ferries 18 lakhs. 
Tho total numb(5T' of wagons provided for is 2^265, of which 1,550 arc broad 
gauge general service wagons to b(' added to the general pool, and reprc'sent 
replacements of Avagoiis ali'eady scr«ip])ed. Of the otlu>m 603 are also replace- 
ments. 

Though tile total ]>rogramme amounts to 18 crores, wo consider it improb- 
able that, in the conditions created by the war, the full amount will bo spent 
and with this consitleration in view we have made a deduction in the estimate, 
equivalent to about 19 per cent, of the total amount excluding tlio purchase 
price for the Assam Bengal and the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Rail- 
ways. 
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The net cash expenditure which we anticipate is a little over 15J crores, of 
which about 6| crores will be met from the depreciation fund. 

46, In conclusion, we desire to acknowledge the valuable assistance we 
have received, as usual, from the members of the Standing Finance Committee 
for Railways during the year.

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(1) Track, — ^The development which has occurred in the weight and 
power of locomotives to meet the needs of traffic requires a steady expenditure 
on the strengthening and improvement of the standard of track. Moreover, 
the recommendations of the Pacific Locomotive Committee drew special 
attention to the necessity of having a minimum weight of 90 lb. per yard for 
rails in the main lines of broad gauge railways. As most railways have in 
portions of their main lines rails of less than this weight, a policy of relaying 
these sections is being pursued, and a provision of about Rs. 5,95 lakhs, which 
is about Rs. 51 lakhs more than that allowed for during the current year, 
has been made for track. This expenditure will, however, be subject to the 
availability of steel during the present war conditions. 

(2) Bridges, — ^Most of the expenditure proposed under this head is on 
works already in progress, and includes a sum of Rs. 2 * 82 lakhs for the rebuild- 
ing of the road overbridges at Chitpore, Beliaghatta and Barrackpore and for 
making a start on the rebuilding of the road overbridge at Belgachia, which 
are all on the Eastern Bengal Railway. The following are the more important 
of the bridge renewals proper on which it is proposed to incur substantial 
expenditure during the year : — 

(i) Renewal of girders on the Narbada Bridge at Mortakka on the Bombay , 

Baroda and Central India Railway, — ^The estimated cost of the 
work is about Rs. 18 lakhs, of which a sum of a little over Rs. 3 • 3 
lakhs is expected to be spent up to the end of 1940-41, and a 
provision of Rs. 14*5 lakhs has been made for completing the 
work during 1941-42. 

(ii) Regirdering the Dufferin Bridge at Benares^ East Indian Railway , — 

The Railway portion of the work is estimated to cost about 
Rs. 62 lakhs. In view of the condition of the bridge and the 
fact that its strength is not up to the standard laid down, and 
that therefore traffic restrictions have to be imposed, its regirder- 
ing has become essential. The scheme provides for double line 
girders to M. L. Standard together with a separate overhead 
roadway 25' wide and two foot-paths 4' wide on each side. A 
sum of Rs. 11*90 lakhs is expected to be spent by the end of the 
current year and a provision of Rs. 25 * 20 lakhs is being made for 
the work during 1941-42, leaving the balance for future years. 

(3) Traffic facilities (including signalling and interlocking works), — ^As in 
the case of bridges, most of the expenditure proposed under these heads is 
for completing or maintaining progress on works started in earlier years. 
Among the new schemes on which expenditure is proposed are the remodelling 
of Jukehi station yard, improvements to BycuUa Goods Depot on the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway, and the provision of a new station (Kings Circle) 
between Mahim and Wadala to serve the population of the Dadar-Matunga 
and Matunga-Sion areas at Bombay. For these works a total provision of 
Rs. 4*52 lakhs has been made. A provision of Rs. 3*48 lakhs has been made 
for new additional facilities at Benares Cantt. and on the Central India Coal- 
fields section of the East Indian Railway. 

In addition, a substantial portion of the proposed expenditure on traffic 
facilities next year is for works intended to remove congestion on certain 
sections which are overtaxed at present. These are the Ondal-Khana sec- 
tion of the East Indian Railway and the Dum Dum-Majherhat section of the 

D 2 
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Eastern Bengal Railway. The necessity for these works is briefly explained 
below : — 

(i) Provision of second down line between Ondal and Khanay East Indian 

Railway. — The section between Ondal and Khana is a double 
line one between two sections, one of which has four lines and the 
other three lines. It has thus proved a bottle neck in 
the free flow of trafiic. The y^osition has become acute and it is 
necessary to provide a third line on the section in question. 
The entire work will cost nearly Rs. 38 lakhs and it is proposed 
to carry it out in 3 stages. The anticipated cost of stage I is 
Rs. ]8*95 lakhs, of which Rs. 7 95 lakhs will be spent in the 
current year and the balance in 1941-42. The estimated cost 
of stages II and III is Rs. 18*83 lakhs, of which Rs. 14 lakhs 
will be spent in 1941-42 and the balance in the following year. 

(ii) Elimirwdion of 1 in 193 grade near M. 5By Eastern Bengal Railway 

and modification of layout and signalling between Kakurgachi and 
M. 5B. 

(iii) Automatic signalling on Dvm Dum-Majherhat section. 

These works which are estimated to cost Rs. 4*95 lakhs in all, are intended 
to relieve congestion on the Dum Dum-Majherhat section of the Eastern Bengal 
Railway. The remedy originally contemjdatcd was the addition of extra 
tracks which would have cost Rs. 16 lakhs or Rs. 20 lakhs according as one or 
two tracks were added. The present proposals ofier a much cheaper alter- 
native and, it is believed, will meet the situation. A sum of Rs. 1*2 lakhs is 
expected to be spent during the current year and provision for the balance has 
been made during 1941-42. 

The new works of interlocking and signalling for which provision has been 
made are the following : — 

(i) Improvement of signalling and interlocking on the Katni Branchy 

Bengal Nagpur Railway. — ^This work is estimated to cost Rs. 3 * 14 
lakhs and a provision of Rs. 1 lakh has been made for 1941-42. 

(ii) Reconditioning and improvement of signalling and interlocking at 9 

stations on Adra and ChakardJiarpur Districts, Bengal Nagpur 
Railway. — provision of Rs. 2*02 lakhs has been made for this 
work which will be completed during 1941-42. 

The rest of the provision under this head is in respect of signalling works 
already in progress, a fair number of which, it is expected, will 
be completed in the year. 

(4) Workshops, stations and other buildings. — ^The important works on 
which expenditure is proposed are detailed below : — 

(i) Facilities required and reorganisation in the wagon shops at Ajmer 
(M. G.)y Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway. — ^This is a 
new work and is estimated to cost Rs. 6 lakhs. A provision of 
Rs. 3*00 lakhs has been made for 1941-42. 

(ii) Kharagpur power house, Bengal Nagpur Railway. — A sum of 
Rs. 2*89 lakhs has been made to complete the replacement of 
plant in 1941-42, and a further provision of Rs. 2*79 lakhs for 
renewing the boiler and the chimney of the power house.

(iii) Improved facilities at Cawnpore Junction running shed, East Indian 

Railway, and additioml quarters required consequent upon the 
concentration of goods and passenger engines at Cawnpore . — ^This 
is a work in progress estimated to cost Rs. 3*12 lakhs in all. A 
sum of Rs. *70 lakh is expected to bo spent during 1940-41 and 
a provision of Rs. 2*42 lakhs has been made for its completion 
during 1941-42. 

(iv) Replacement of the power house plant at Jamalpur, East Indian 

Railway . — The cost of this work, which is also in progress, is 
Rs. 3*60 lakhs of which a sum of Rs. 2*29 lakhs is expected to be 
spent in the current year. A provision of Rs. 1*30 lakhs has 
been made for it in the budget for 1941-42, leaving a small 
balance for the following year. 

(v) Remodelling central power house, Lucknow, East Indian Railway . — 

This also is a work in progress and is anticipated to cost 
Rs. 1 • 79 lakhs, of which a sum of Rs. * 50 lakh is expected to bo 
spent in the current year. A provision of Rs. 1*20 lakhs has 
been made for 1941-42. 

(vi) Rebuilding and enlarging shed No. 11 with realignment of the line 
delivery siding at Sealdah^ Eastern Bengal Railway. — ^I'his is a 
new work and is estimated to cost Rs. 1*95 lakhs. A provision 
of Rs. 1 *50 lakhs has ben^n made for 1941-42 leaving the balance 
to be spent in the following year. 

(5) Miscellaneous, other works . — Other important works provided for aro 
the following : — 

(i) Installation of Electric Flash Butt welding plant. East Indian 
Railway . — As a result of experiments inspired by developments 
in other countries, it has been found that the welding of rails 
into longer individual units by the Flash Butt welding process 
will lead to better maintenance of track and an increase in the 
life of both rails and rolling stock, affording at the same time 
greater comfort to passeiigtTs and gi't'ateT protection against 
sabotage. It is, therefore, proposed to provide a welding plant 
on the East Indian Railway at a cost of Rs. 2 lakhs which sum 
has been provided for during 1941-42. 

(ii) Water supjdy at Khargpur, Bengal Nag2)ur Railway, Cossye River 
scheme . — A provision of Rs. 2*82 lakhs has been made to com- 
plete this scheme on which it is expected that about Rs. 1 lakh 
will have been spent by the end of 1940-41. 

(iii) Water arrangements at Eajahmundry, Madras and Southern Mahratta 

Railway . — This is a new work anticipated to cost Rs. 1*40 lakhs 
which sum has been provided for in 1941-42. 

(iv) Plant for treatment of water for locomotive purposes on the main line 

Samasata- Kara chi section, North Western Railway . — ^This work 
is required to prevent the detei'ioration of engines resulting from 
the use in boilers of unsuitable water such as exists on certain 
sections of this railway. It is estimated that a total expenditure 
of 13*4 lakhs will be required on the whole Karachi-Lahore 
lino on installing water softening plants and ancillary works at 
all the watering stations. An expenditure of Rs. 5 lakhs is 
proposed during 1941-42 for work on the section Samasata to 
Karachi. 
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This scheme is well justified financially, as with its installation substan- 
tial savings are expected to result in the cost of coal, in repairs 
to locomotives and in actual cost of the periodical washing out 
of locomotive boilers. 

(v) Retired alignment of the Bengal and North Western Railway main 

line between Thanahihpur and Narayanpur stations. — This retired 
alignment of about 4 miles is intended to meet a threatened 
attack by the Ganges which has for some years been cutting its 
bank between the two stations and by the end of the 1939 mon- 
soon had come to within 2,100 feet of the railway line at mile 48, 
A sum of Rs. 1 • 93 lakhs is required to complete the work. Of 
this, Rs. 1'31 lakhs have been provided for expenditure during 
1941-42. 

(vi) Retired alignment between Abdulpur and Ishurdi, Eastern Bengal 

Railway. — ^This work on the Eastern Bengal Railway is also 
intended to meet the situation which will be created if the Ganges 
cuts in further between these two stations which are about 9 
miles apart. The cost of the retired alignment is estimated at 
Rs. 20 lakhs, of which Rs. 10 lakhs have been provided in 
1941-42.

Finance Member’s Speech 

The task which falls to me of placing before this House an account of the 
main developments since the last annual budget was discussed, has on the 
present occasion been somewhat lightened by the fact that I made a financial 
statement during the last session in November, 1940, in the course of which 
I drew the picture of our finances as it then presented itself. As the facts 
then brought out will be relatively fresh in the minds of Honourable Members, 
I shall today devote myself largely to bringing that account up to date, and 
in particular to a description of the progress of India’s war effort in the field 
of the defence services and of supply. This course, in addition to meeting 
what I am sure is the desire of this House, will also furnish the most suitable 
basis for an understanding of our financial position. I shall also take this 
opportunity of furnishing a fuller explanation of the operations recently 
announced in connection with the repatriation of a large part of our sterling 
debt. 

. 2. When speaking of the Indian economic situation in my first Budget 
Speech, I qualified my reference to the favourable features which were then 
manifest by emphasising the extent to which the continuance of prosperity 
was dependent on our ability to export freely overseas. The events of last 
spring and summer deprived us of our markets on the European Continent 
and caused a serious deterioration in the volume and facility of the shipping 
services available for our use. These factors, together with a temporary 
decline in confidence, which reduced the willingness to hold stocks, resulted 
in a marked fall of prices in the summer of 1940. This recession has, however, 
been magnified in some quarters to undue proportions, and it is well to view 
the facts in proper perspective. In the first nine months of the fiscal year 
1938-39, our exports to all destinations amounted to 122 crores ; in the first 
nine months of the present fiscal year they amounted to 144 crores. Thus 
the development of new export markets very largely compensated for the 
loss of old ones. In the second place, prices as a whole are still some fifteen 
per cent higher than they were at the beginning of September, 1939, and those 
of certain commodities, e.g,, raw materials, are considerably higher. Thirdly, 
such indices as are available of general economic conditions in India, such as 
railway traffic and postal receipts, continue to reflect an improvement over 
pre-war conditions. 

3. To this improvement the steadily growing wa^ effort most powerfu ly 
contributes. Last year that effort, on the side of the production of stores 
and of commodities required in connection with the war had barely begun ; 
the tide of production is now rising rapidly and may be expected to exercise 
a generally beneficial effect upon the volume of employment and therefore 
upon the size of the national income. The holding of the Eastern Group 
Conference in this country and the establishment, consequent upon the deli- 
berations of that Conference, of an inter-imperial Supply Council at Delhi, 
illustrate in striking manner the position of India in the present war. No one 
would wish to see repeated the period of hectically inflated prices which ruled 
towards the end of the last war, but we can rely upon steadily increasing 
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industrial eflFort during the present one, with consequences which seem likely 
permanently to affect India’s position among the industrial nations of the world. 
The expansion in the demand for the products of Indian industry and the 
organized efforts which Government are making to increase the supply of trained 
workers must create an enhanced productive power which will be available in 
the period after the war, to improve the standard of life in India and to help 
to lessen the dependence of its growing population upon agriculture and 
secondary employment. 

Financial Year, 1939-40 

4. I will now recapitulate briefly the results of the financial year 1939-40. 
As I explained in the course of my statement last November, the surplus of that 
year which in our revised estimates we had taken at Rs. 91 lakhs, actually 
increased to Rs. 7,77 lakhs and the amount transferred to the Revenue Reserve 
Fund was thus augmented by as much as Rs. 6,86 lakhs. This was the result 
of an improvement of Rs. 6,81 lakhs in revenue and a reduction of Rs. 6 lakhs 
in expenditure. 

On the revenue side Customs receipts, after the sharp drop that had occur- 
red at the outbreak of war, not only recovered to their previous level but during 
the closing months of the last financial year, were abnormally high. This 
was in large part due to the laying in of stocks, the effect of which is seen in 
corresponding decreases in the receipts of the following year, so that for a fair 
comparison the estimates and returns of both years should bo considered 
together. In the same way the very large receipts from the abnormal Salt 
clearances of last winter were off-set by a corresponding reduction in receipts 
in the current year ; the actual receipts last year exceeded our revised estimate 
by Rs. 1,86 lakhs while those for the current year are likely to be half a crore 
below the budget estimate based on the normal annual consumption. 

The profits from small coin increased by a further Rs. 37 lakhs. Railway 
earnings also recorded a further improvement so that the surplus payable to 
general revenues, though still short of the fuU contribution, increased by 
Rs. 72 lakhs. 

In addition there were increases of Rs. 21 lakhs under Corporation Tax 
and Rs. 1,07 lakhs under Income-Tax over our revised estimates, which them- 
selves allowed for an appreciable rise over the new high level established by the 
actuals for the previous years. To some extent this increase maybe taken 
to reflect the additional revenue due to the provisions of the Income-Tax 
Amendment Act, the yield from which was bound to be a matter of conjecture 

This increase in Income-Tax raised the divisible pool of the total taxes 
on income other than Corporation Tax from Rs. 13,76 lakhs to Rs. 14,66 lakhs. 
While we had expected that Rs. 2,38 lakhs would be payable to the Provinces 
from 1939-40, the amount turned out to be Rs. 2,83 lakhs. In addi- 
tion to this the arrears duo on account of 1938-39 were finally certified as 
Rs. 39 lakhs instead ofRs. 41 lakhs as provisionally reported. As the sum 
distributed to the Provinces in March 1940 was Rs. 2,79 lakhs, there is a 
balance of Rs. 43 lakhs to be paid to them along with their share for the 
current year. 

Financial Year, 1940-41 

6. I come now to the current year 1940-41. Our revised estimates for 
revenue, excluding the additional Rs. 6,86 lakhs available in the Revenue 
Reserve Fund show a net improvement of Rs. 4,21 lakhs compared with the 
budget estimates. Against this, however, our revised estimates for expenditure 
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show a net increase of no less than Rs. 19,54 lakhs, of which Rs. 18 J crores are 
on account of the Defence Services and Rs. 1,04 lakhs are for expenditure borne 
by the Civil Estimates, mainly on account of schemes connected with the war. 
Thus while the budget estimates provided for a nominal surplus of Rs. 6 lakhs 
and last November I put the estimated deficit, before taking into account the 
revenue from the fresh taxation then imposed, at about Rs. 13 crores, we now 
•estimate that the deficit on the current year will be Rs. 8,42 lakhs. The im- 
provement is due to the additional revenue that has since accrued, including 
the further payment of Rs. 2,81 lakhs from the Railways as a refund of arrears 
of contribution, which has already been explained to the House in the speech 
of the Railway Member. 

Revenue 

6. War time conditions are naturally reflected in our reduced receipts from 
Customs. Against actuals of Rs. 45,88 lakhs for 1939-40, we had estimated for 
1940-41 a total of Rs. 39,16 lakhs, while we now estimate this year’s receipts at 
•onlyRs. 37,75 lakhs. Our receipts under this head are of course affected not 
only by the cessation of trade with enemy countries but also by the interruption 
and deflection of shipping. In addition we have had to conserve our resources 
by restricting imports of many commodities in order that the foreign exchange 
so saved may be available for the more urgent requirements of the war. Under 
Excise there is a drop of Rs. 2,10 lakhs from Sugar. As the House is aware, 
the sugar industry in the main producing areas of the United Provinces and 
Bihar has during the present year been beset with difficulties. The main- 
tenance in the previous season of artificially high prices for cane together 
with over-production led during the summer months to a situation in which 
large stocks were held up in the factories. The industry accordingly found 
itself in difficulties in the matter of finance and revenue was slow to come in. 
As a remedy for this it was urged upon us that there should be either a reduc- 
tion in the duty or that collection of a portion of it should be postponed. 
After negotiations with the two Provincial Governments a scheme was finally 
adopted under which the Government of India undertook to lend to the 
Provincial Governments funds sufficient to enable them to advance to the 
industry a sum equal to Re. 1 per maund on existing stocks, to be used in part 
payment of duty. This, combined with some lowering of prices, helped to 
alleviate the position, though the industry in those two provinces continues, 
for reasons unconnected with the Central Excise, to be faced with problems of 
great difficulty. In consequence, we do not now expect that the collections 
of sugar excise duty in the current year wiU exceed Rs. 3,15 lakhs as compared 
with our budget estimate of Rs. 5,25 lakhs. 

7. I have already mentioned that our revenue from Salt in the current year 
is expected to be Rs. 50 lakhs less than the budget estimate. Railway earn- 
ings have, however, come to our assistance and the sum they are now expected 
to pay to Central Revenues imder the Railway convention is Rs. 7,15 lakhs, 
which with the additional refund of Rs. 2,81 lakhs is Rs. 4,65 lakhs more 
than was provided in the budget estimates. The sum of Rs. 7,15 lakhs is 
made up of the full contribution of Rs. 4,63 lakhs, which is 1 per cent of the 
capital at charge less the loss on strategic railways, Rs. 30 lakhs as arrears 
of contribution from the previous year, and a further Rs. 2,22 lakhs as one- 
third of the excess over the first Rs. 3 crores of the remainder which would 
normally be transferred to the Railway Reserve Fund. Other increases are 
Rs. 92 lakhs under Currency and Mint mainly from the larger circulation of 
small coin and Rs. 66 lakhs in the surplus of the Posts and Telegraphs 
Department ; while Taxes on Income other than Corporation Tax, including 
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Excess Profits Tax and the Central surcharge imposed during the year show^ 
» rise of Rs. 3,30 lakhs, a part of which goes to increase the share of tho 
Provinces from the budgetted sum of Rs. 3,00 lakhs to Rs. 3,73 lakhs. 

As regards Excess Profits Tax the extent of the preliminary work proved 
even greater than had been expected with the result that returns were not 
due from assessees before the end of November. The subsequent stages of the 
assessment proceedings bristle with practical difficulties owing to the com- 
plexity of the computations. And to the difficulties ordinarily associated 
with Excess Profits Tax there is the added difficulty of a separate depreciation 
computation owing to the change over in the Income-tax law to the writtfm 
down value basis for depreciation. For these reasons the progress of Excess 
Profits Tax assessment work has been, and is, very slow and therefore the 
actual receipts in the current financial year are not expected to exceed 
Rs. 2 crores. A substantial portion of the original estimated receipts for 
1940-41 will accordingly go to swell the collections of 1941-42. This sum- 
may bo taken as of the order of Rs. 1 crore. 

Expenditure 

8. Defence Services , — Turning to the expenditure side of the current year, 
I will now deal with the aspect which overshadows all otliers, namely, the 
Defence Services. In my speech introducing the Supplementary Finance Bill 
last November 1 gave the House an indication of the extent to which our 
budget estimate of defence ex])enditiire for 1940-41 was likely to be upset 
as a result of the momentous developments in the war situation during the 
early months of that year. I desenbed in some detail the various activities 
in which India was engaging to meet the direct and indiiect threats to her 
security arising out of the changed conditions. At that time it was estimated 
that India’s share of the financial commitments involved in those activifies 
would amount eventually to roughly Rs. 33 crores on account of initial outlay 
and Rs. 16 crores per annum on account of recurring charges, while the budget 
estimate of Rs. 53|^ crores for defence expenditure during 1940-41 would be 
exceeded by at least Rs. 14J crores. The three months that have passed since 
then have been a period of steady and rapid progress in the development of 
India’s war effort and I propose at this stage to give tlie House some parti- 
culars of this progress and the achievements already secured or in prospect. 

In the interests of security it is not possible for me to bring the figure's 
in every case up to date but what I am going to say will, I hope, show clearly 
enough that the immensely complicated business of producing efficient 
modern forces is going forward with speed and energy. In some diredions 
we are, it is true, still held back by the difficulty in obtaining materials which 
we cannot as yet produce in India and also by the shortage of skilled personnel 
of various categories. Subject, however, to these limitations, the resources 
of India are being intensively utilised and developed. 

9. The total strength of our armed forces is now well over half a million men 
of all arms and further expansion is proceeding. Provision has been made 
for the raising of new armoured and mechanised cavalry regiments ; new 
Indian field artillery regiments, regular infantry battalions, engineer units, 
more M. T. Sections and all the highly trained and specialised ancillary troops 
required for modern warfare. The Fighting Vehicles School has continued 
to expand ; a new Cadet Wing has been opened at the Artillery School and 
an anti-aircraft training centre has been established which is designed to train 
several hundred students a month. The R. I. A. S. C. Officers’ Technical School 
has been further expanded and its output is now seven times what it wa» 
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at the outbreak of war. Mechanical transport training establishments have 
still further increased and apart from mechanised cavalry, artillery and in- 
fantry, who train their own men, the output of trained drivers has gi’own to 
40 times what it was in August 1939. Two new Signal Training Centres 
have been opened and the training establishments of Sapper and Miner Units 
have more than doubled since November last. 

10. It is impossible to exaggerate the importance of adequate training 
establishments in an expansion of the scale, of that which wc arc now carrying 
out. Troops may be gallant and well equipped but they arc not likely to 
succfcd in modern war unless their stjindard of training is very high indeed. 
The training of the Indian Army has, it is admitted on all sides, been shown 
to be excellent. This has been proved beyond question by the i^art which 
they have played in the recent great victories, where they overcame a w ell 
armed and numerically far stronger enemy at surprisingly small cost to them- 
selves. 1 have dwelt at some length upon this aspect of our war effi rts as 
it is upon this tliat (lie pace of our ex])ansion depends. We have no inten- 
tion of sacrificing efficien(*y for mere numbers but are determined to folloAV 
as clo‘*ely as possible the high standanls which have been set and which have 
so dramatically and decisivtily proved their value in the pa^t few weeks. 

11. Many of the new^ units we hove raised aie now completing theii tiaining 
and a number have already taken up active loles. When the expansion of 
the army in India began, owing to difficulties in obtaining equipment, the 
number of armoured units and artillei y regiments included was less than we 
would have desiied. Impi ovements in the supjdy situation, however, both 
in India and the United Kingdom, liavo now made it ])ossible to remedy tliis 
deficiency and our plans include the trausfoimatioii into aimoured and light- 
armoured regiments of the whole of the existing cavahy and the laising of 
additional regiments of this kind. With regaid to iu iillety, inci easing assist- 
ance from His Majesty’s Govciument, both in personnel and ecpiipment, has 
made it possible to ensure that w^o do not fall short in this com])onont. 

12. With regard to equipment generally His Majesty’s Goveinment have 
recently agieod to a .standing arrangement under wdiieh India will receive a 
substantial fixed ])roportiou of the output of the United Kingdom. As a 
result of this arrangement, steady sup]>lies of all kinds of eqnijjment unobtain- 
able in India, such as guns, machine tools, optical instiuments, wireless and 
other signalling equipment and anti-gas equipment aie now forthcoming and 
will enable us to push forwaid with tlie model nisation of our normal deiPcncc 
garrison, and with the equipment of the forces now l;eing raised on a scale 
adapted to the requirements of modern wai*. 

13. The growtii of the Koyal fiidian Navy which f summaiised last Novem- 
ber, has continued unchecked ; the ])i ogramme of ship -building in India has been 
further expanded and the j’ecruiting and training of officei s and men to man 
the now constiuction is proceeding apace. All instructional establishments 
have been greatly increased in capacity ; a new Signal School is being built 
and a start has been made with a large now Gunnery School. Other new Naval 
establishments are in process of development. Some idea of the incicase in 
work being carried out in the Government Dockyard may be gathered fi om the 
figures of workmen of all classes and trades employed there. Befoi e the war, 
the figure was 1,168 ; it has now risen to nearly 5,000. In addition to meet- 
ing our own requirements, a great deal of work has been cariicd out on behalf 
of His Majesty’s Government in connection with the arming and protection 
of both British and Indian merchant shipjuiig, and also in the piovision of 
repair facilities to ships of the Royal Navy. 
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14. As regards the Air Force the difficulties arising from deficiencies of 
equipment and experienced technical personnel which I mentioned on the last 
occasion as holding up the expansion of this Arm have recently been consider- 
ably lessened. A number of modern aircraft and connected equipment are in 
sight from American sources and further supplies are expected which will go a 
considerable way towards completing and modernising the equipment of the 
squadrons now in India, as well as setting free machines for the training of 
new squadrons. The arrangements for training personnel have also been 
considerably improved. Close liaison between the civil and air force training 
schemes has been established and a proposed amalgamation and re-organiza- 
tion of all available facilities will provide Air Force elementary fiying training 
schools formed around existing flying clubs and an expanded service flying 
training school. All these institutions will be operating to full capacity in the 
near future. A start has been made with the formation of the reserve to which 
I alluded and the training both of officei s and airmen is being pushed forward 
as rapidly as the capacity of the schools permit and as fast as instructional 
and maintenance personnel and equipment become available. The scheme 
for establishing aeroplane manufacture in India has reached a new stage and 
there is now little doubt that the year 1&41 will witness the appearance of the 
first aeroplanes to be produced in India. This achievement, memorable in 
itself, should prove of great value in speeding up the expansion of India’s air 
force — a development to which we attach supreme importance. 

15. The position in regard to the vital matter of supplies has, I am glad 
to say, substantially improved since I last addressed the House. The Govern- 
ment Ordnance and Clothing factories have been working at the highest pres- 
sure for some time past and an indication of what this means can be gathered 
from the fact that whereas before the war the average number of workmen 
employed in those factories was under 17,000, the number has now risen to 
over 45,000 and the curve of production is still rising. Steps have recently 
been taken to supplement the output of these factories by taking over railway 
and private workshops and utilising their resources for the production of muni- 
tions of war. The Roger Mission, which has been investigating the possibilities 
of expanding India’s output of war supplies has now submitted its reports to 
His Majesty’s Government who arc giving them their urgent consideration. 
We hope that the result will be that India will before long be able substantial- 
ly to increase her output of munitions. 

With a view to stimulating private enterprise and co-ordinating the 
resources of the country to the fullest extent possible a thorough reorganisa- 
tion of the Supply Department has been carried out during the last few months 
and this is already resulting in an increasingly close liaison and co-operation 
between that Department, other Departments of Government and Indian 
industry. 

16. Mention may also be made here of another important development 
which is likely to lead to a great improvement in the supply field. Until recently 
the work of the Supply Department, in so far as it related to compliance with 
overseas demands was seriously hampered by the fact that the placing of 
orders in this country to meet such demands was dependent on the receipt of 
firm indents. Owing to the enormous fluctuations in the demands so placed 
on the Supply Department and the immediate urgency attaching to most of 
them it was found impossible to ensure prompt compliance or to make forward 
arrangements in such a manner as to prevent dislocation of the productive 
activities of the country and ensure that supplies were obtained at reasonable 
prices. These difficulties were presented to His Majesty’s Government who 
have now agreed to a forward programme of supply covering the estimated 
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Tequirements over a period of about two years ahead. The Department of 
Supply is thus able to enter into forward commitments within the limits of 
this programme and so maintain an even flow of production. 

17. A further improvement in the supply position has been rendered possible 
by the receipt of authority from His Majesty’s Government to purchase vehi- 
cles, machine tools and other essential war requirements in the United States 
and Canada, to the extent necessary to meet our needs for a considerable 
period ahead. The restrictions previously placed on such purchases owing 
to the difficulties regarding dollar exchange had been seriously hampering 
the process of modernising our Army in India and equipping the newly raised 
units. An officer has been placed on special duty in America with the object 
of discovering and effecting purchases of such supplies as are available to India 
from this source. 

Last, but certainly not least in this tale of progress, the deliberations 
of the Eastern Group Conference will shortly bear fruit in the shape of the 
institution of an Eastern Group Supply Council to be located in India which 
wiU in due course co-ordinate the requirements of various Empire countries 
and forces operating east of Suez and will ensure that the resources of the 
participating countries are utilised to the fullest advantage for the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

18. These tremendous developments in the supply field must necessarily 
give a great stimulus to Indian industries. One of the most important results 
has been the investigation of the possibilities of establishing new industries 
in India for the production of stores that have hitherto been imported. The 
’list of stores required both in India and to meet overseas demands is constantly 
under review and items formerly placed in the category of imported stores 
are continually being transferred to the indigenous category, a result of the 
discovery either of methods of producing them in India or of suitable domestic 
substitutes. As typical examples of this I may mention web equipment, and 
lubricating oil, bichromates, and acetic acid, which formerly imported, are 
now being produced in India, while the substitution of cotton canvas for flax 
canvas, fish oil for codliver oil, and various Indian varieties of drugs for those 
previously imported has enabled us to transfer their source of supply from 
abroad to India. This process has been particularly marked in the case of 
medical stores and whereas prior to September, 1939, 77 per cent of the items 
.included in the priced vocabulary of medical stores were imported the corres- 
ponding percentage after 18 months of war is only 46. 

From this brief review it will, I tliink, be realised that India has in 
addition to providing for her own local defence been able to make a noteworthy 
contribution to the success of the common cause in the provision both of 
highly trained troops and high grade material. That contribution is increasing 
.rapidly in quantity and is not diminishing in quality. 

19. I must now revert to the purely financial aspect of this remarkable 
moture of India’s war activities. Asa result of the further measures which I 
have just described coupled with the general improvement in the supply posi- 
tion, the estimates of extra cost that were given to the House last November 
are out of date. Our latest assessment of the cost of all measures to which we 
are now committed and which were not envisaged at the time of preparing the 
defence budget for 1940-41, indicates that they will ultimately involve initial 
outlay of approximately Rs. 62 crores and Rs. 19 crores additional recurring 
expenditure per annum. The initial outlay and full recurring cost will not of 
.course all come forward in the first year but it is estimated that during 
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1940-41 the increcase in India’s defence expenditure on account of these 
measures will amount to roucrhly Rs. 17| crores, 

20. T may pci haps remind the House hcic that tlie allocation of war 
expenditure ladwoen India and His Majesty’s Government is ■^till frovemed 
by the settlement arrived at between the two Gov eiiiments which vv'as fully 
exyilained in my budget speech of a yeai a<j;o. In accoulanee with the 
])iinciples undeilyine, this settlement any foiet's now beinu laised that India 
may a;.nee to st‘nd for service oveir(‘as cease to be an Indian liability on 
leaving India and the whole initial cost of i aisiug, tiaining, and equipping 
such forces as well as the siu>seqnent leeuriing charges are borne by His 
Majesty’s Government. Tlie details of the revised estimate ot* defence 
expeneliturc for 1940 il ainonnling to Its. 72,02 lakhs ai c as follows :

The increase of Ra. 63 lakhs in item (2) over the corresponding budget figure is 
mainly due to the increases of emoluments granted during 1040-41 to British 
and Indian troops as a war concession. In so far as these inci eases would have 
raised the cost of India’s normal gai rison the extra cost is included under this 
head. The increase of Rs. 17f crores in item (3) has already been explained. 
Out of the total provision of Rs. 24*34 crores for India’s war measui es approxi- 
mately Rs. 16 crores represents the initial cost of such measures; the balance 
consists of recurring expenditure. The revised estimate for non-effeetiv^e 
charges — item (4) — has for the present been fixed at the not mal budget level 
of 1939-40 but discussions are in progress with His Majesty’s Government with 
a view to reaching a settlement that will i egulate the allocation of these charges 
as has already been done for effective charges. The effect of the wai on these 
charges obviously cannot be foreseen though happily there has so far been no 
appreciable increase owing to the absence of heavy casualties. I should hero 
point out that the increase of Rs. 24*31 croies shown against item (3) over our 
normal defence ex])eiiditure by no means reflects the full magnitude of India’s 
war effort since it excludes the cost of supplies and services icndeicd by India 
to His Majesty’s Goveinment, which is substantially greater than this amount. 

I should also mention here that His Majesty’s Government bcvsides paying 
in full for all such su])pliea and services are providing free of charge much ol the 
equipment needed for the modernisation of the Army in India and for the 
initial equipment of units now being raised in pursuance of our expansion 
scheme. 


Civil Estimates 

21. The principal items mainly icsponsible for the increase in Civil expendi- 
ture, such as the schemes for the training of the Air Force Reserve and that for 
war technicians, were explained in some detail in my Statement last November 
and I will not repeat the account which I then gave to the House. Though the 
additional civil expenditure then accounted for was approximately Rs. 2,30 
lakhs, the actual net increase in civil expenditure works out at only Rs. 1,04 
lakhs. In the first place there is a reduction of Rs. 71 lakhs in Interest 
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charges. This is mainly due to smaller payments on account of Post Office 
Cash Certificates and Savings Bank Deposits and to lower interest rates on our 
short-term debt, the volume of which has also been reduced in recent months 
by the success of the Indian Defence Loans. Again, on account of a change of 
accounting procedure, which also brings about a con-esponding reduction on 
the revenue side, the amount of Rs. 67 lakhs received from Burma as her share 
of pensionai y charges is now to be taken in reduction of expenditure instead 
of as a revenue receipt under Payments by Burma. 

22. Thus our Revised Civil Estimates for the current year are expected to 
amount to Rs. 40,11 lakhs as compaied with the Budget Estimate of Rs. 39,07 
lakhs. With the net Defence Expenditure placed at Rs. 72,02 lakhs our 
total expenditure is estimated at Rs. 112,13 lakhs as against our total revenue 
of Rs. 103,71 lakhs. Wo are theiefore left with a deficit of Rs. 8,42 lakhs in 
the current year. As, however, the amount provided for the reduction or 
avoidance of debt was Rs. 3 crores, the net addition to our indebtedness is only 
of the order of crores. 


Financial Year, 1941-42 

23. T now come to the financiol year, 1941-42. Our total revenue estimates 
amount to Rs. 106,39 lakhs as compared to Rs. 103,71 lakhs in the revised 
estimates of this year. Though there is no further balance available in the 
Revenue Reserve Fund, which provided Rs. 7,77 lakhs in the current year, 
this is moie than made up by the first full year’s receipts from the Excess 
Profits Tax and the Central Surcharge imi)osed last November. We have to 
allow.for a further di op of 3 croi es under Customs, but la rger receipts are antici- 
pated from Central Excise Duties and Salt. Also the contributions to be paid 
to General Revenues by the Posts and Telegraphs Department and Railways 
are estimated at Rs. 38 lakhs and Rs. 22 lakhs respectively higher than their 
increased contributions in the current year. 


Revenue 

24. Against our current year’s estimate of the yield from Customs duties 
of Rs. 37,75 lakhs, we have taken for 1941-42 the still lower figure of 
Rs. 34,75 lakhs. War time factors already described in connection with the 
current year’s receipts must be expected to continue to affect our revenue 
from Customs adversely, and under present conditions no one can foresee 
when the process will end, or the extent to which these factors may operate in 
the coming year. T can only say that our estimates are based on the 
assumption that present tendencies will continue and that there will be no 
violent change. 

25. Our total estimates for Central Excise Duties show an increase of 
Rs. 1,76 lakhs almost entirely on account of sugar. We have raised our 
next year’s estimate of the total yield from ordinary Corporation Tax and 
Income-Tax by approximately half a crore to Rs. 2\\ crores taking account 
of the fact that the assessments will be based on incomes derived from a full 
year of war profits. At the same time the surcharge imposed foi 
Central purposes is expected to produce Rs. 5,68 lakhs. In the light ot 
general trading conditions during the current year the yield from Excess 
Profits Tax for the year 1941-42 is estimated at Rs. crores, which with the 
carry-over of Rs. 1 crore from the current year gives a total estimate of Rs. 8J 
crores. Though Excess Profits Tax receipts are included in the total Taxes 
•on Income, the share payable by Companies, which is roughly estimated at 
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five- sixths, falls under Corporation Tax and thus goes in full to Central Reve- 
nues. The Excess Profits Tax on incomes other than those of Companies is- 
expected to yield Rs. 1 ,42 lakhs and the divisible pool of Income-Tax to increase* 
on account of this from Rs. 16,47 lakhs to Rs. 17,93 lakhs. The share of the 
Provinces is thus expected to reach the figure of Rs. 4,46 lakhs as compared 
with Rs. 3,73 lakhs this year. 

26. There is also an increase of Rs. 60 lakhs under Salt as compared with the 
Revised. With the utilisation of the large stocks carried over from last year, 
we count on the usual demand for fresh supplies next year and in consequence- 
take our estimate of Salt revenue at the average figure of Rs. 8,30 lakhs. We 
are allowing for a decrease of Rs. 1,21 lakhs in Mint receipts as compared with 
our revised estimates for 1940-41. We have now decided that from next 
year an average figure of Rs. 46 lakhs from the profits from the circulation of 
small coin is to he taken to Revenue and any balance over this figure credited 
to a Suspense Account which will be available to even out the receipts over a 
series of years. For in years when there is a large demand for small coin 
the profits are abnormally high, while in others when there is a net return 
from circulation there is a loss to Government. The new procedure will’ 
tend to keep the revenue receipts from this source stable from year to year 
and will mitigate instead of aggravating the difficulties experienced in years 
of depression on this account. Under Currency however there is an increase 
of Rs. 1,26 lakhs. We are taking the Government’s share of the Reserve 
Bank’s profits, Rs. 1,17 lakhs higher on account of the higher interest which 
will be earned on the rupee securities held by the Bank in place of their ster- 
ling balances, and the receipts from the Currency Note Press are expected to 
improve by Rs. 8 lakhs. Included under Other Sources of Revenue are 
Rs. 63 lakhs on account of War Risk Insurance premia, the payment of which 
into the Fund created for this puipose is provided under expenditure. 

27. Posts and Telegraphs , — ^For next year the revenue of the Posts and Tele- 
graphs Department is expected to be Rs. 13,49 lakhs and expenditure Rs. 12,09’ 
lakhs. The larger revenue is almost wholly due to the effect of the increases in 
rates. The expenditure reflects the normal growth of pay and pensionary 
charges in an expanding service, with some additions to maintenance charges 
and to the contribution to the Renew'als Reserve Fund due to the rise in the 
prices of stores and in the value of the assets. 

In my last Budget Speech I reminded Honourable Members that under the 
system of commercialisation of accounts of the Posts and Telegraphs Depart, 
ment the surplus of the Department forms a reserve for it on which interest 
has to be paid by General Revenues. I also indicated that the procedure by 
which the general tax-payer obtains immediate relief by incurring a future* 
liability could not be extended indefinitely. The recent increase in rates 
being a measure of taxation the Posts and Telegraphs Department cannot 
claim the extra revenue on this account as part of its ordinary surplus. The* 
estimated extra revenue due to this factor, namely, Rs. 33 lakhs in 1940-41 
and Rs. 1,00 lakhs in 1941-42, will therefore be transferred outright to general* 
revenues. Further the recent surpluses of the Department are due largely 
to war conditions, and Government traffic has contributed substantially ta 
them. It has been decided that on the accumulated surplus beyond Rs. 1,00 
lakhs the Department will not be credited with any interest. For the present 
this change in the former procedure is considered a sufficient adjustment to* 
war circumstances. 

The licences of the Bengal, Bombay and Madras Telephone Companies 
expire in 1943. It has been decided not to renew the licences and negotia- 
tions are in progress to acquire by purchase the shares of the companies in 
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order that the change-over may be effected smoothly. A “ Government 
Telephone Board ” has been formed to run the business in the interim period. 
The new arrangement is expected to start functioning about the beginning of 
the next financial year. An addition of Rs. 4,75 lakhs to the Telephone 
Development Fund will be necessary to finance the “ Government Telephone 
Board”. A proposal for a supplementary grant for this purpose will be 
brought forward later in this session. 

Expenditure 


28. Defence Services . — The Defence 
Rs. 84,13 lakhs made up as follows : — 

(1) Basic normal budget 

(2) Effect of rise in prices on (1)

(4) Non-effective charges

The increase over the revised indicated at item (2) is due to the fact that 
the increases in emoluments granted as a war concession to British and Indian 
troops took effect from various dates in 1940-41 whereas they will be in force 
throughout 1941-42. 

The growth of expenditure on India’s war measures has already been ex- 
plained at length. The effect of this growth on the defence budget for 1941-42 
is shown at item (3) the increase over the revised being Rs. 11,09 lakhs. 
Approximately half the total amount of Rs. 35,40 lakhs provided for India’s 
war measures represents the initial cost of these measures, the balance consist- 
ing of recurring charges. I should like here to impress upon the House the 
fact that in these estimates of Defence Expenditure only such specific schemes 
and measures as are definitely under way or in sight have been provided for 
Our Defence plans have to be adapted from time to time to meet the ever 
changing war situation, which means that additional projects are constantly 
being undertaken, and it is clearly impossible to make any forecast of the cost 
of such unforeseeable items. The provision for non-effective charges has 
been retained at the normal figure for 1939-40 for the reasons already given. 
Here too as I have remarked in connexion with the revised estimates the 
figures exclude the value of supplies and services rendered by India to H. M.’s 
Government. The charges borne by that Government on this account during 
1941-42 are expected to be more than double the amount of India’s war expendi- 
ture. 


Civil Estimates 

29. Our Civil expenditure estimates show increases amounting to Rs. 2,61’ 
lakhs in all as compared with the current year’s revised estimates. There are 
first the additional sums on account of the full year’s working of the various 
schemes arising out of the war which were started in the course of the current 
year. Thus next year the training of the Air Force Reserve is expected to 
cost Rs. 33 lakhs and the Scheme of Technical Training to provide the needs 
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of skilled labour of the technical branches of the Defence Services and Ordnance 
and munitions factories a further Rs. 93 lakhs. Under this scheme, which 
provides for the training of 15,000 men by the end of March 1942, nearly 
2,000 men are already being trained at different training centres and their 
number is increasing every day. Of the total cost of Rs. 1 crore, over 85 
per cent of which is for stipends to trainees and their training fees, it is now 
estimated that Rs. 7 lakhs will be spent in the current year and the remainder 
next year. Then there are a number of new items of essential expenditure 
which the Standing Finance Committee have aj)proved for inclusion in the 
budget. These include the share of the subsidy to this year’s Haj pilgrimage 
to be paid by the Goveimment of India to meet the extra cost attributable to, 
war conditions, the establishment of a new Broadcasting station at Karachi, 
and a further programme of Civil Aviation Works. Rs. 5 lakhs are to be spent 
in the course of next year on the new Broadcasting House to be built at Delhi. 
Rs. 9 lakhs are being provided for a new high power transmitter for broad- 
casts to countries outside India, intended for the benefit of Indian nationals 
abroad and to enable India to present her point of view, as well as to counter- 
act enemy broadcasts in those countries. A third Mint is to be constructed 
to cope with the present large coinage demand, whicli has increased so enor- 
mously as the result of the war. As soon however as the situation returns 
to normal, it is proposed to close down the existing Calcutta Mint and to 
transfer all serviceable plant to the new Mint so that the present valuable but 
congested site can be sold to defray a large part of the cost of the scheme. 
A substantial share of the new expenditure included in the Budget is on account 
of the Department of Supply which has continued to expand throughout the 
year to meet the ever growing demands. The great developments in the pro- 
duction of war material, as well as the re-organisation of the Department 
carried out last December have already been described in connection with 
Defence. As regards the effect on industry of the orders placed on behalf of 
overseas Governments it may be mentioned that these have included 2J million 
yards of jute canvas, million yards of a new jute and cotton fabric, 12 
million yards of khaki materials, as well as 14 million yards of canvas valued 
at overRs. 1,40 lakhs. ,At the same time the woollen industry’s whole produc- 
tion has been absorbed to meet war demands. The production of army boots, 
harness, saddlery, and leather equipment which is now 30 times the pre-war 
average, has resulted in large orders for the tanning industry and increased 
demands for hides. New manufacturing plant to meet the requirements of 
chemicals formerly drawn from Europe are under construction. 400,000 tons 
of timber and over a million railway sleepers have been purchased for military 
requirements while wooden articles like tent poles, camp furniture and packing 
cases to the value of Rs. 60 lakhs have been made by Indian workmen from 
timber grown in the country. The total value of all these orders placed on 
behalf of His Majesty’s Government and other allied Governments up to the 
middle of January exceeded Rs. 82 crores. This gives some indication of the 
necessity for the expansion of the Department’s purchasing organisations. 
The expenditure on this account has increased from the figure of Rs. 23 lakhs 
originally provided in the budget for the current year to Rs. 58 lakhs as now 
estimated for next year. 


Summary 

30. I can now summarise the figures for 1941-42. The expenditure 
detailed in the civil estimates comes to Rs. 42,72 lakhs as compared with 
IRs. 40,11 lakhs for the current year, and with the provision for the Defence 
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Services placed at Bs. 84,13 lakhs, our total expenditure estimates amount to 
Rs. 126,85 lakhs. The figures are therefore :

Ways and Means 


At this stage I propose to deal with the Ways and Means position as it 
has developed in the course of the last twelve months, when despite the grave 
repercussions of the war the credit of the country has been fully maintained at 
its previous high level. 

31 Defence Loans . — Our loan programme for the year was merged in the 
Indian Defence Savings Movement which was launched early in June with the 
issue of Six Year Defence Bonds, Ten Year Defence Savings Certificates and 
Interest-free Bonds. From the 1st August we made these Six Year Defence 
Bonds the mainstay of our loan programme and removed the previous maxi- 
mum on individual holdings. These Defence Bonds met with a ready and in- 
creasingly popular reception, and when we closed them on the 26th January, 
subscriptions totalled nearly 45 crores, 31 J crores having been tendered in 
cash and the balance by conversion of the 6 per cent Loan, 1940-43. As 
from 1st February we issued on terms slightly more favourable to the 
tax-payer a second 3 per cent Defence Loan with a longer currency and 
repayable at par. The results of these Defence Loans, the total receipts 
from which in a period of eight months have amounted to over Rs. 60 crores , 
testify to the strength of India’s financial credit and are a good augury 
for the future. But I must take this opportunity of emphasizing the desir- 
ability of an even more intensive mobilisation of the country’s savings if India’s 
war effort is to continue to be financed in the most satisfactory way. However, 
generous the donations for war purposes may be — and no one can fail to be 
impressed with the response so far made — it is obvious that the total of the 
sums received as donations can only form a very modest fraction of the amount 
required to finance the war effort. The fulfilment of that requirement calls 
for the efforts of every individual to save to the best of his capacity and to 
invest his savings in one or other of the different types of Defence Loan, which 
we have instituted to serve different needs. In adtoion to the Loans already 
described, we have started a Defence Savings Provident Fund for all Govern- 
ment servants which makes it easy for these classes to make regular invest- 
ments. Subscriptions to this are already approaching the scale of half a 
crore a year. We shall shortly have in operation a simple system of facilitating 
popular saving by moans of a new scheme of Post Office Savings Bank Accounts, 
the amounts in which will be repayable not on demand but a year after the end 
of the war. This will afford further facilities to those of limited means who 
desire to invest their savings so as to assist the war effort. In order to en- 
courage deposits of this kind, the rate of interest has been fixed at one per cent 
higher than the existing rate on ordinary Postal Savings Banks Accounts. 

During the current year Government exercised their option of repaying the 
6 per cent Loan, 1940-43 and thereby effected an appreciable saving in our 
interest charges. Next year we are making provision for the repayment of the 

I 
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3 per cent. Bonds, 1941, the outstanding balance of which, about Rs. lOJ 
crores, falls due for payment on the 16th September next. 

32. Sterling Position , — Owing to the continued improvement in the 
country’s balance of trade, the Reserve Bank have been able to purchase large 
amounts of sterling which in the first ten months of the current year aggregated 
approximately £4^*7 millions. ’ At the saine tilne with large payments being 
received in the United Kingdom on account of recoverable war expenditure 
and the cost of supplies made to His Majesty’s Government the amount of 
remittance required by Government has diminished to vanishing point. For 
our ordinary sterling requirements, excluding the amount that will be 
required to finance the debt redemption operation now pending, are now 
expected to amount to no more than £1 million in the current year, while next 
year instead of having to remit funds to the Secretary of State we actually 
expect a refund of £26 million. 

33. Repatriation of Sterling Debt . — ^As I explained in my Budget Speech last 
year, these acquisitions of sterling continued to enable the Reserve Bank to 
put large amounts at our disposal for the repatriation of our sterling debt. 
Considerable open market purchases were made in London, particularly in the 
early months of the year and the total acquired in this way now stands at 
approximately £28 J million. As the securities market improved, however, 
and as the floating stock was removed, it became increasingly obvious that 
purchases on this scale would no longer be possible except at a cost of pushing 
prices up beyond a reasonable level. In these circumstances, the British 
Government came to our help by issuing orders under their special war powers 
compelling holders resident in the United Kingdom to sell their stocks 
to them for delivery to us at the market prices prevailing at the time of the 
order. The Reserve Bank agreed to provide the sterling and to guarantee 
the immediate financing of a scheme framed on these lines to cover all our 
terminable obligations, that is to say, all our sterling debt which has to be 
repaid on fixed dates, amounting to a total which at the prices of 
acquisition may be taken as approximately £90 million or Rs. 120 crores. 
The whole of this will, of course, not have to be paid in sterling because 
a certain amount, though how much we do not know yet, is held by persons 
who are not legally considered as resident within the United Kingdom and 
to whom, therefore, the order does not apply. These may be residents either 
in India or elsewhere. As regards the latter, the Reserve Bank has made 
arrangements with the Bank of England that, subject to the English 
regulations regarding export of capital abroad they will make an offer to non- 
resident holders to sell their securities on the basis of the prices fixed for their 
compulsory acquisition. I anticipate that many of the holders will avail 
themselves of this offer because once the bulk of the debt has been paid off the 
remaining stocks will not be easily marketable in London and it would there- 
fore be to the advantage of the holders to dispose of them and choose some 
other investment. We had also to decide what terms should be given to these 
stocks when held by residents in this country and we decided that we would 
pass a corresponding compulsory order of acquisition at the same price as those 
fixed in London. To avoid disturbing the portfolios of insurance companies 
and other investors, however, we decided that we would elaborate the scheme 
which 1 mentioned to you last year of creating rupee counterparts so as to give 
Indian holders the option of taking over such counterparts to the extent of 
the nominal value of their holdings worked out at the rate of Is. 6d. to the 
rupee. I hope that this offer will be largely accepted as it will be both to the 
holders* advantage and ours : it will be to our advantage as it naturally 
lessens the immediate payments which we have to make and it will be to 
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theirs, because the sterling prices of these loans were slightly lower than those 
of corresponding rupee securities, so that they should gain to a slight extent 
on the change. 

34. This brings me to the machinery for financing the operation. There are 
clearly two stages : first, we buy the sterling from the Reserve Bank and 
secondly, we have to obtain rupees to pay for that sterling. It would be 
obviously quite impossible to attempt to borrow this immediately from the 
market even apart from our Defence borrowing requirements, and it would be 
inconsistent with the policy which we are following with the co-operation of the 
Reserve Bank of maintaining money at as cheap a level as is possible without 
inflation so as to minimise the burden of the war. We have found it impossible, 
within the limited time at our disposal, and in the absence of more definite 
information than is available at present of the amounts held by investors in the 
United Kingdom, in India and elsewhere to decide on the permanent arrange- 
ments for this purpose, but for budgetary purposes and as an interim measure 
pending more detailed consideration, we are adopting the procedure of main- 
taining the status quo, and of issuing in lieu of these sterling loans rupee counter- 
parts which will bear the same rate of interest and bo payable on the same dates, 
the only difference being that, in future, they will be payable in rupees and not 
in sterling. Later we shall have to determine, in consultation with the Reserve 
Bank, a procedure which will be simjile and fair both to the general tax-payer 
and to the Bank, which has co-operated so readily and promptly with the 
Government in financing this important transaction, and which will at the same 
time avoid any necessity for an automatic increase in our short-term debt which 
might entail dangerous inflationary consequences later. 

35. The proportion in which the Reserve Bank will distribute the securities 
taken up by it between its Issue and Banking Departments as a longer rang e 
holding is for that bank to determine in the light of circumstances as they deve- 
lop and in co-operation with Government. It is obvious, however, that the 
cancellation of this large block of sterling liabilities with its reduction in our 

• overseas obligations to the extent of well over £3 million a year does perma- 
nently strengthen our external position and consequently makes it reasonable 
for the Reserve Bank to hold a somewhat lower proportion of external assets 
than previously. There is, of course, no necessity or intention of reducing the 
minimum percentage of the external assets which they must hold under the 
Act, that is to say, 40 per cent of their note liabilities, nor is there any necessity, 
as has been suggested in some quarters, to effect a statutory revision of 
the prices at which they hold their gold. All that was necessary was to remove 
the restriction on the maximum amount of Government securities which the 
Reserve Bank can hold in their Issue Department and that has been effected 
by the abolition of the proviso to Section 33 (3) of their Act. This does not 
in any way affect their statutory responsibilities under the Act. It merely 
gives them a freedom of choice which they did not have in the past, as to the 
proportions in which they should hold Government securities or internal 
trade bills. It is also unnecessary, and we do not propose, to alter the 
limits on the Government securities which they can hold in the Banking 
Department, 

I am atraid tnat it will not be possible to give precise figures until the 10th 
March when the returns asked for by the Bank of England and ourselves w^ill 
have been received, but we are confident that the Indian securities market 
is so healthy that the finance of this large operation can be effected without 
detriment to Indian security prices and that, on the contrary, the effect on 
them is more likely to bo stimulating.

FINANCE member’s BUDGET SPEECH. 


36. The House will no doubt appreciate fully to what extent this single 
operation, which is the largest of its kind ever carried out in this country, 
will improve the financial position of India. When it is complete, we shall not 
only have reduced the Government of India’s external debt by about Rs. 120 
crores, by replacing the sterling liabilities thus cancelled with corresponding 
rupee liabilities, but shall also have reduced such of our interest charges as are 
payable in sterling by as much as 50 per cent over the last six years. Taking 
the whole period since 1935, and including the amounts of sterling Railway 
annuities and debentures discharged each year and the transfer of our liabili- 
ties in respect of sterling family pensions, we shall have reduced our sterling 
obligations by over Rs. 220 crores, of which about Rs. 145 crores will have 
been repatriated since the beginning of the war. 

37. In the past, Indian opinion has been much pre-occupied, perhaps 
unduly so, by the so-called “ drain ”, that is, the sum-total of the external 
obligations, on capital and interest account, which had of course to be met 
by providing sterling in London — the counterpart of the physical exports out 
of the sale proceeds of which these amounts were raised. It will be obvious 
to the House that the conversion of external into internal debt will diminish 
the strain upon the ultimate cash-reserves of the country — our holdings of gold 
and othet“ external assets — which tends to manifest itself when, in consequence 
of world-events over which we have no control, the value of our overseas trade 
declines. There has been in certain quarters a disposition to doubt the value of 
these conversion operations, since they have involved a reduction for the time 
being, at least, in the size of the sterling holdings of the Reserve Bank. These 
holdings have l ison greatly since the outbreak of the war, an increase which has 
given rise to much criticism. Even after the reduction involved in the present 
operations, our sterling reserves will still bo in the neighbourhood of Rs. 80 
crores, a figure almost exactly the same as the average sterling holdings during 
the last full pre-war year. But, in fact, it is not the absolute size of the reserve 
which matters, but the size of the reserve in relation to the magnitude of the 
most pressing liabilities against which it is held. Our cash reserves are held in 
the first instance as a protection against external liabilities, failure to meet 
which would instantly react upon India’s financial credit. By these operations 
we reduce the size of our external obligations and therefore permanently 
strengthen our position. I may emphasize again that these operations do not 
affect the size of our gold reserves in the least and do not involve any change 
either in monetary policy or in the day-to-day operations of the currency 
system. 

38. The immediate object of the transactions was the replacement of 
sterling by rupee obligations and the real gain to the country lies in the 
liquidation of external obligations wliich might prove an embari assment in 
future. Even otherwise Government are likely to be immediate gainers 
though at present it is not possible to estimate with any approach to accuracy 
the immediate effect on our revenue position. The profit duo to the difference 
between the rate of interest earned by the Reserve Bank on its sterling 
investments and the redemption yield of the securities acquired at the prices 
paid must ultimately accrue, practically entirely, to Government either 
through the increase in the profits of the Reserve Bank, to the extent to which 
these securities are held by it, or directly to the extent to which Government 
hold these in their own poi tfolio, or cancel them from the funds which they 
borrow from the market. Later as the market gradually absorbs these lia bilities 
in whatever form they will ultimately take, whether as rupee counterparts of 
the sterling loans they replace, or in the form of a simpler scheme of converted 
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loans of suitable maturity, the gain may be reduced but against such reduction 
will, of course, be set off the increased receipts from income-tax. 

39. In my judgment these operations cannot fail greatly to strengthen 
India’s credit. There can be few countries in the world to-day fortunate enough 
to possess sufl&cieni- liquid resources to repatriate a large portion of theii external 
debt, whilst leaving their Central Bank in a position of unchallengable strength. 
In relation to the growing resources of India our external debt will now be of 
remarkably modest proportions. Should a situation ever arise in which India 
were required to raise capital abroad — ^a contingency which T for one do not 
foresee — the fact that our existing external liabilities are so small would 
obviously be of the greatest importance in determining the rate of interest 
which we would be required to pay. 

40. There is of course another aspect of our repatriation operations at the 
present time and that is the manner in which they assist His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to finance the prosecution of the war. It is obvious that if India repays 
her creditors in London, then particularly at the present time and in the pre- 
sent conditions of the London money market the greater part of the sums so 
disbursed will be re-lent to His Majesty’s Government probably in the form 
of investment in the Defence loans and will thus become available for Britain’s 
use in a more permanent form than when they formed part of the balances of 
the Reserve Bank and were invested in sterling Treasury Bills. To this extent 
we may well feel gratified that India, in improving her own position, has also 
contributed ta facilitating the war-time problems of Britain. 

41. Treasury Bills . — Apart from financing these repatriation operations, 
we would have reduced the value of treasury bills outstanding by about eight 
crores in the current year, despite the largo expansion in Defence expenditure 
and the heavy outgo from Postal Savings Banins and Cash Certificates which 
would ordinarily have necessitated a large increase in our floating debt. For 
these factors have been largely offset by the favourable response given to our 
Defence Loans, the capital receipt of Rs. 12 crores from the Reserve Bank on 
account of the Re. 1 notes and silver rupees issued to them and the fact that 
the payment of five crores to the Reserve Bank provided for against a return 
of surplus rupee coin was not required. For the moment we are reckoning 
on a decrease in Treasury Bills of Rs. crores during the two years taken 
together. 

42. Post Office Cash Certificates and Savings Banks . — It will be observed from 
the Ways and Means statement, which is printed with the Explanatory Memo- 
randum on the Budget, that the figure for net repayments of Post Office Cash 
Certificates has been increased in the revised estimate for the current year from 
Rs. 1^ crores to Rs. 10 crores, while for Postal Savings Banks deposits we are 
providing for a net outgo of Rs. 19 crores against the receipt of Rs. 2 crores 
taken in the budget. For during the period of uncertainty following the fall of 
France last summer there were large withdrawals from Postal Savings Banks 
and heavy discharges of Cash Certificates, coupled with a tendency to hoard 
savings in the unproductive form of silver rupees. Since then however there 
has been a marked and progressive improvement and for next year we aro 
assuming a net deposit of Rs. 2 crores in Postal Savings Banks and a net 
repayment of Rs. 6 crores of Cash Certificates, the popularity of which has 
naturally been affected by the issue of Defence Savings Certificates, which 
provide a very similar and in some ways more attractive form of investment. 

43. I return now to the estimated revenue position for next financial 
year, which as I indicated a few minutes ago reveals a prospective deficit of 
Rs. 20,46 lakhs. I would at this point remind Honourable Members of the 
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extent to whicjh the railway contribution has come to our assistance and how 
greatly it has mitigated our difficulties. It remains for me to place before 
the House the proposals which I have formulated in regard to the deficit. 

44. I d(^al first with direct taxation, namely, the Excess Profits Tax and 
the Income-tax. It is true on the whole that at the present moment the 
main economic advantage which is derived from India’s war supply activities 
accrues to the industrial Jind commercial sections of the country, and the 
direct tax-payor may fairly be called on to shoulder tht^ larger share of any 
further burdens which are to bo imposed. I propose that the profits of a 
further period of one year shall now be subjected to the Excess Profits Tax, 
ani that the rak^ applicable to such profits shall bo 66 2/3 per cent. I think it 
rch'vant to remind th(‘ Hoiiso of the remarks which I made regarding the effect 
on the incidence of this tax of the im 2 )ortant modifications which were made 
in the clauses of th(^ Excess Profits Tax Bill dealing with the optional standard 
periods, and also the special provisions for m^w industries and for such matters 
as abnormal dejireciation. I have little doubt that with these features of our 
system the new level of the tax will neither cause substantial hardship to exist- 
ing industries nor operate to impedes the growth of new ones. The change in 
the percentage will howewer introduce a comj^lication where adjustments have 
to be made for the asse ssment of the previous year, ami to regulate this aspect 
a small amending Bill will be brought forward. The yield of this enhance- 
ment of the Excess Profits Tax is estimated at 2^ crores. As regards income- 
tax and sup(‘.r-tax, 1 proj)Ose that the present Onitral surcharge of 25 per cent, 
should for the year 1941-42 be raised to 33 1/3 per cent. This is expected to 
yield an additional Rs. 1 ,90 lakhs. 

45. In the field of indirect taxes, my main proposal is to double the excise 
duty on matches. I may observe here that the present duty was fixed in rela- 
tion to a certain retail price, and that changes in that price must be in terms of 
the lowest unit of currency in common use and are thus not susceptible of fine 
gradation. Over largo parts of the country the retail price has already advanc- 
ed to the next higher point, yielding a large uncovenanted profit to the trade. 
The increase in duty now proposed will appropriate for the Exchequer a due 
share of the enhanced retail price which the consumer has to pay. A corres- 
ponding increase will automatically ensue in the duty on imported matches, and 
a similar increase will be made in the duty on mechanical lighters. The yield 
of the additional duty on matches is estimated at Rs. 1,50 lakhs. 

I have two other smaller proposals. One is to increase the import duty 
now leviable on artificial silk yarn and thread, an item in our import trade 
which, unlike most others, appears to offer, even in war time conditions, the 
possibility of higher revenue. The duty on artificial silk yarn and thread 
stands at 25 per cent, ad valorem or 3 annas per pound whichever is higher, and 
I propose to increase the alternative specific duty to 5 annas per pound. The 
yield of the increased tax on these yarns and thread is taken at Rs. 36 lakhs. 

The second of my smaller proposals is to introduce a new excise duty of 
10 per cent, ad valorem on pneumatic tyres and tubes. The manufacture of 
these tyres and tubes in India was set up a few years ago, and the domestic 
supply now fills a large proportion of the demand which formerly was met 
by imports on which a revenue duty of 25 per cent, ad valorem is levied. The 
yield of this new duty, for the imposition of which a separate Bill will be 
introduced, is estimated at Rs. 35 lakhs. 

The new duties on matches and on artificial silk yarn and thread will 
take immediate effect, by virtue of a certificate under the Provisional Collec- 
tion of Taxes Act. 
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46. The total estimated yield of this new taxation is Rs. 6,61 lakhs, 
which brings the estimated revenue for 1941-42 to Rs. 113,00 lakhs and reduces 
the prospective deficit to Rs. 13,85 lakhs. This is still a formidable gap in 
relation to the scale of Indian finances, and I must confess that I shall be 
more sensitive to the criticism of that smaller and less vocal body who may 
feel that the contemporary contribution by taxation to the cost of the war 
is too little than of the doubtless large multitude who would say it is too 
great. It is not merely that the estimated gap is large, but that the un- 
foreseen contingencies of the year ahead are obviously far more likely to 
widen than to narrow it. On the other bond it. must be remembered that 
our expenditure estimates still contain a piovision of Rs. 3 croics for the 
reduction and avoidance of debt. Again, there is a factor at ])resent incal- 
<3ulable which may emerge from the Indo-Binma trade negotiations now 
proceeding, since any modification of the existing free trade regime must 
result in some increase of revenue. In any ease it is not the proportion of 
next year's deficit to be met by taxation which is important, but the share 
of the whole additional cost of our war measures which is so pi ovided. Judged 
by that criterion, I feel that the position is fully defensible. The uncovered 
revenue defidt will of course be met by borrowing which will be part of the 
larger programme, the necessity of which I have explained at an earlier stage. 

I have little doubt that greater sacrifices await us but it is indisputable 
that the inherent soundness of India’s financial position entitles her to face 
the future with courage and confidence. This is no time for complacency, 
but whatever may be in store in the weeks and months that lie ahead, there 
is reason for satisfaction in the way in wliich the financial and economic 
structure of India has withstood the strains and stresses of one and a half 
years of war, while enabling her to play a part, of w^hich she may be justly 
proud, in this mortal struggle for the ideals of enlightened humanity.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tho object of this Bill is to continue for a further period of one year the 
existing rate of salt duty, the present inland postage rates and the present rates 
of income-tax and super- tax ; to increase the rates of duty on matches, mechani- 
cal lighters, artificial silk yarn and thread ; to increase the Central surcharge 
on taxes on income to 33 1/3 per cent, and to fix tho rate of excess profits tax 
at 66 2/3 per cent. 

2. Clause 2 provides for the continuance for a further period of one year 
of the existing provisions regarding salt duty. Tho duty of Rs. 1-4-0 per 
maund on salt remains liable to the additional duty imposed under section 5 
of the Indian Finance (Supplementary and Extending) Act, 1931. 

3. Chiuse 3 provides for the doubling of the excise duty on matches, which 
will automati(^ally increase the customs import duty to the extent of the 
increased excise. 

4. Clause 4 provides for the doubling of tho excise duty on mechanical 
lighters, which will automatically increase the customs import duty to the 
extent of the iiKjreased excise. 

6. Clause 5 provides for the increase of the alternative specific import duty 
on artificial silk yarn and thread from three annas to five annas per pound. 

6. Clause 6 provides for the continuance for a further period of one year 
of tho present inland postage rates. 

7. Clause 7 provides for the continuance for the further period of one 
year of the existing rates of income-tax and super-tax increased by a surcharge 
for tho purposes of the Central Government of 33 1/3 per cent. 

8. Clause 8 provides for the increase in the rate of the excess profits tax 
from 60 per cent, to 66 2^3 per cont.

Whereas it is cx])c(li(‘iit to provide for the imposi- 
tion and collection of an excise duty on tyres ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. (i) This Act may be called the Tyres (Excise 
Duty) Act, 1941. 

{2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

2 . In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant Deflnitiona.

(a) ‘‘ manufactory ” means any premises wherein 
tyres are manufactured ;

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Speech of the Financial Secretary in the Council of Stats on the 
28th February, 1941. 

The Honourable Mr. C. E. JONES (Finance Secretary) : Sir, I have 
the honour to present to the House the revised estimates of reveniu^ and 
expenditure of the Governor General in Council in respect of subjects other 
than railways for the year 1940-41, and the corresponding estimates of revenue 
and expenditure for the year 1941-42. 

2. Twelve months have passed since 1 brought before the House the 
estimates and proposals for the current year, which constituted India’s first 
war budget for the war which by then, ;is we now see in retros])ect, had barely 
got going. Within that year momentous developments have occurred. We 
have seen nation after nation falling victim to ruthless and unprovoked aggres- 
sion. It is not neecssary for me however to enlarge on that subject, since 
the course ot events is known to all and little imagination is requireil to ajipre- 
eiate their terrible implications to the people affected. Nor need I dwell 
on the encouraging achievements of the Allied forces during the past three 
months. But 1 cannot refrain from paying my small tribute of admiration 
and gratitude to the Indian contingents in the Middle East armies for the 
courage and bravery with which they have been “ doing their bit ” to hold 
one of the vital routes to India and so to keep the conflict, which seems rapidly 
to be developing into a world war, away from the soil of their Motherland. 
Meanwhile the world situation remains extremely grave and our immediate 
task here is to develop with the utmost possible speed our military strength 
and preparedness to ensure that we ca.n successfully resist att»ack from what- 
ever quarter and in whatever strength it may come to us. 

3. Considering the intensity and the far flung spread of the present world 
conflict it is inevitable that the dominant factor governing the financial and 
economic situation in this country should be the war and the conditions 
arising out of the war. The effect of the impact of war conditions on our 
economy has been adverse, and in many respects seriously adverse. Yet 
the blackness of the picture is not altogether devoid of relief and it behoves 
us to guard against the temptation to overdraw it. We are, indeed, in my 
opinion, not without grounds for some measure of surprise and gratification 
that conditions are not as bad as they might so easily have been after 18 
months of war. Wo have lost large and important export markets for our 
produce in Europe, but the loss has been at least partially made good within 
the Empire and in certain neutral countries. The shortage of shipping is 
frequently acute, yet the value of our exports is on a substantially higher 
level than it was in the pre-war months. The catastrophic fall in prices which 
was brought about by the military events of the early summer of 1940 was 
succeeded by a partial recovery, with the result that the present prices of 
many of our main commodities are appreciably higher than they were in 
August, 1939. Then, again, our rapidly accelerating war effort imposes 
an increasingly heavy burden of expenditure on our budget; but the vast 
and growing requirements of war supply are providing a powerful stimulus 
to the industTialisation of the country, increasing the volume of employment, 
expanding the national income and thereby assisting the country to provide 
the finance required by way of taxes, gifts or loans. The growing consump- 
tion capacity of the country in general is well illustrated by tfic growth of 
railway traffic receipts, especially the increased earnings from passenger 
traffic, to which the Honourable Railway Member made reference in his speech 
introducing the Railway Budget in the Legislative Assembly last week. 
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4. For a proper appreciation of the prospects for the current year some* 
reference to the final results for the financial year 1939-40 is necessary, but 
I will deal with that very briefly. Honourable Members will recall that it 
was decided to take the surplus of 1939-40, which according to the revised 

stimates was expected to amount to Rs. 91 lakhs, to a Revenue Reserve 
Fund so as to be available for expenditure on revenue account in the current 
year. A lucky year-end spurt in trade activity, mainly due we believe to 
the laying in of stocks in the closing months of the year, so increased our 
revenue from Customs and Salt and the earnings of our railways that, com- 
bined with an improvement of over a crore in income-tax receipts and a few 
other minor improvements in revenue, the realised surplus amounted to no 
less than Rs. 7,77 lakhs. The Revenue Reserve Fund thus secured Rs. 6,86 
lakhs more than we anticipated at this time last year. 

5. The improvement in the income-tax receipts raised the amount of 
the divisible pool from Rs. 13,76 lakhs to Rs. 14,66 lakhs, thereby increasing 
the share payable to the Provinces for the year 1939-40 from Rs. 2,38 lakhs 
to Rs. 2,83 lakhs. As the arrears due on account of the year 1938-39 had 
been finally certified to bo Rs. 39 lakhs and the amount actually distributed 
in March, 1940, was Rs. 2,79 lakhs, there remains a balance of Rs. 43 lakhs 
due to be paid to the provinces along with their share for the current year. 

6. We are now in a position to review our revenue prospects for the 
current financial year, 1940-41. Honourable Members are aware that our 
customs revenue is being sadly depleted as a result of war disturbances to 
trade. There is first the direct loss of trade with enemy countries and coun- 
tries under enemy occupation. Then there is the painful necessity of res- 
tricting imports from certain difficult currency ” countries as they are 
called in order to conserve foreign exchange for purposes vital to the prose- 
cution of the war. Last but by no means least there is the shortage of shipping 
for normal trade purposes resulting from the heavy war demands on available 
tonnage. In view of these adverse factors the budget estimate of Customs 
receipts had been fixed as low as Rs. 39,16 lakhs, as against actual receipts 
for 1939-40 of Rs. 45,88 lakhs. But the faU has proved to be even sharper 
than we anticipated and we now put our revised estimate for the year at 
Rs. 37,75 lakhs, which is Rs, 1,41 lakhs below the budget figure. Central 
Excise revenue also shows a substantial fall, mainly due to sugar the collec- 
tions from which are now expected to amount to only Rs. 3,15 lakhs against 
the budget estimate of Rs. 5,25 lakhs, a drop of Rs. 2,10 lakhs on that one 
commodity alone. The estimate for Salt revenue was fixed on the basis of 
normal annual consumption, but the abnormally heavy clearances in the 
latter part of last year have been followed by reduced issues in the current 
yeai* which will bring our revenue receipts half a crore below the budget 
estimate. These reductions are, however, more than offset by a number of 
substantial gains. There is first the additional Rs. 6,86 lakhs available in 
the Revenue Reserve Fund to which I have already referred. Then the 
magnificent railway contribution to general revenues in the current year, 
which as the Railway Budget disclosed amounts to Rs. 9,96 lakhs inclusive 
of a refund of arrear contributions to the extent of Rs. 2,81 lakhs, gives us 
Rs. 4,65 lakhs more than was provided in the budget. Excess Profits tax 
payable for the current year is still estimated at Rs. 3 crores, but on account 
of unavoidable delay in assessment work only Rs. 2 crores are likely to be 
collected within the year, leaving a carry over of Rs. 1 crore for next year. 
We anticipate a corresponding fall of Rs. 83 lakhs below budget under Corpo- 
ration Tax, but other Taxes on Income, including the Central surcharge 
imposed by the Supplementary Finance Act of last November, are expected 
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to show a rise of Rs. 3,30 lakhs, of which Rs. 73 lakhs goes to increase the 
share payable to the Provinces from the budgetted sum of Rs. 3,00 lakhs 
to Rs. 3,73 lakhs, leaving a net improvement to the Central Budget of Rs. 2,67 
lakhs. Other increases are Rs. 92 lakhs from Currency and Mint, mainly 
due to the exceptionally heavy absorption of small coin into circulation, and 
Rs. 66 lakhs in the surplus of the Posts and Telcgi aphs Department to which 
the increases in postal rates and the surcharges on telegram and trunk tele- 
phone charges imposed last November have largely contributed. The net 
result of these variations and others of less significance is that our revised 
estimates for revenue for 1940-41 show an improvement as compared with 
the budget estimates of Rs. 11,07 lakhs. The actual figures are. Budget 
Rs. 92,64 lakhs ; Revised, Rs. 103,71 lakhs. 

7. We have now to consider the expenditure position in the current 
year, the dominating feature of which is inevitably defence expenditure, 
and it is with tliis aspect that 1 will first deal. Honourable Members will 
remember that by last November an expansion piogramme was well under 
way, a comprehensive description of which was given at the time, cahjulatcd 
as 1 explained in my speech moving consideration of the Supplementary 
Finance Bill to increase by no less than Rs. 14 J ciores this year’s original 
budget provision for the Defence Services of Rs. 53| croies. The thr ee suc- 
ceeding months, short as the period may appear, have been productive of 
such rapid progress and so intensive a development of India’s war effort that 
the non-recurring and recurring cost of the defence measures to which we 
now stand committed over and above what were envisaged when the budget 
for the year was prepared have increased from Rs. 33 ci ores and Rs. 16 ciores 
per annum respectively, as announced last November, to Rs. 62 croies and 
Rs. 19 crores per annum ; while the amount of additional expenditure falling 
in this year’s budget has risen from Rs. 14J crores to Rs. 17| crores. The 
House will I am sure welcome some indication of the progress that has been 
made, and I will give such particulars as are possible within the necessarily 
confined limits of this speech. 

8. The total strength of our armed forces is now well over half a million 
men of all arms and further expansion is proceeding. Piovision has been 
made for the raising of new armoured and mecliauiseti cavahy regiments, 
new Indian field artillery regiments, regular infantry battalions, engineer 
units, more M. T. Sections and all the highly trained and specialised ancillary 
troops required for modern warfare. The Fighting Vtddcles School has conti- 
nued to expand ; a new Cadet Wing has been opened at the Artillery School, 
and an anti-aircraft training centre has been established which is designed 
to train several hundred students a month. The R. I. A. S. C. Officers ’ 
Technical School has been further expanded and its out])ut is now seven 
times what it was at the outbreak of war. Mechanical transport training 
establishments have still further increased and, apart from mechanised cavalry 
artillery and infantiy, who train their own men, the output of trained drivers 
has grown to 40 times what it was in August, 1939. Two new Signal Training 
Centres have been opened and the training establishments of Sapper and 
Miner Units have more than doubled since November last. 

9. The House will be glad to loiow that in the expansion which i*^ now in 
progress special attention is being devoted to the ] no vision of adequate 
training establishments and the maintenance of that high standard of training 
which has rightly become associated with the Indian Army. Thoiough and 
efficient training produces rich rewards as the recent victories in Africa have 
proved in a peculiarly spectacular manner. Inefficient or scamped training 
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'mif<ht well be productive of large-scale military disasters and huge loss of life. 
This imy^ortant consideration inevitably sets a limit to the pace of our 
expansion. 

10. Many of the new units we have raised ai’e now completing their 
training and a number have already taken up active roles. When the ex- 
pansion of tiu' army in India b(‘.gan, owing to difficulties in obtaining equip- 
ment, the number of aimouied units and arlillciy regiments included was 
l(3ss than <!Ould have been d(*sired. Tmyn ov^ements in tlie supply situation, 
howovc'-, botli in Tndia and the United Kingdom, hav(» now made it possible 
to remedy this d(;fieiency and our ])}a.ns include the transformation into 
armoured and light-armoured regiments of th<3 whole of the existing cavalry, 
and the raising of .ulditional logimeiits of this kind. With regard to artillery, 
increasing assistance' f- om Hi ? Majesty’s Govemmenl, both in yiersomiel and 
0(|ni{)m<3nt, has made it possible to ensure tliat we do not fall short in this 
component. 

11. With regard to equipment gcmerally, His Majesty’s Government 
have recently agreed to a standing arr.nigement under which India will receive 
a substantial fixed piojuaition of the onty)ut of the United Kingdom. As a 
result of this ainngenier.t, .steady snyqfiit's of all kinds of crpiipmcnt un 
obtainable in India, siudi as guns, macliine tools, optical instruments, wireless 
and other signalling eqiii])ment and anti-gras eqiiiy)memt aie now foithcoming 
and will enahlfi India to push forwa,rd with the modernisation of her normal 
defence garrison, and with the ecpiipmont of the forces now being raised, 
on a scale adapted to the lequiiements of modern war. 

12. The growth of the Royal Indian Navy has continued unchecked; 
the programme of shi[)building in India has been further exy:)anded and the 
recridting and training of officois and men to man the new construction is 
proceeding apace. All instructional establishments have been greatly in- 
creased in ca])acity ; a now Signal vSehool is being built and start has been 
made with a lai'go new Gunnery School. Other new Naval establishments 
are in process of develoynnent. Some idea of the increase in work being 
carried out in the Government Dockyard may be gathered from the figures 
of workmen of all classes and trades emyrloyed there. Before the war the 
figure was 1,168 ; it has now risen to nearly 5,000. In addition to meeting 
our own requiiements, a great deal of work has been carried out on behalf 
of His Majesty’s Government in connection with the arming and yuotection 
of both Britisli and Indian morehant sliippiiig, and also in the provision of 
repair faciliiir's to shij>s of tire Royal Navy. 

13. As rr^gar'ds the Air Force, the difficulties arising from deficiencies of 
equipmcuit and rxpeiionced teehnieal personnel, which for a time held up the 
expansion of this Arm, have recently been considerably lessoned. A number 
of modtun aircraft and connected equipment a.ro in sight from American sources 
and furtlier supy)lies are expected which will go a considerable way towards 
comyd('ting and modernising the ('quipment of the squadrons now in India, 
as Avell as sotting fu'o machines for the training of now squadrons. The arrange- 
ments for training personnel have also been considerably improved. Close 
liaison bfdwc en the civil and air force training schemes has been established, 
and a propc^sed amalgamation and re-organisation of all available facilities 
will jjTovide Air Force elementary flying training schools, formed around exist- 
ing flying clubs, and an expanded service flying training school. All these 
institutions will be operating to full capacity in the near future. A start has 
been made with the formation of a reserve and the training both of officers and 
airmen is being pushed forward as rapidly as the capacity of the schools permit

and as fast as instructional and maintenance personnel and equipment become 
available. The scheme for establishing aeroi)lane manufacture in India has 
reached a new stage and there is now little doubt that the voar 1941 will wit- 
ness the appearance of the first aeroplanes to be produced in India. This 
achievement, memorable in itself, should prove of grcvat value in speeding up 
the expansion of India's air force, a development of su})reme impoitance. 

14. Tlic ])Ositioii in n^gard to the vital inattei of &ijp])lies has, 1 am glad to 
say, substantially improved sim^c last November. The Govoinment Oidmj.nco 
and Clothing factories have been working at the highest pr(\ssure for some time 
past and an indication of what tliis means can bo gathered fi’om the fact that 
wheioas before the war the average number of workmen (mq)lo\(Hl in Lh(*so 
fiictories was under 17,000, the num])er has now risen to over 45.000 and tlie 
curv(? of production is still rising. Steps liave lecentlv I een taken to sujtple- 
mont the output of thevso factories by taking over railway aud ]>iivuitt> v\oik- 
shoj)s and utilising theii* resomcos for the production r>f inunitions r)l war. 
The Koger Mission, wl)i(4i has been inv'estigating the f»o,ssibilitic‘s ol e\p;tnding 
India’s output of war sup]4ies has now submitted its i“])orts to His Majesty s 
Government who are giving tlumi their urgent considoTation. We may hope 
that the result will he that India will before long Ire able substaiilially to 
increase her outjrut of munitioiis. 

15. Certain other important developments aio ex]>oeted to lead to a fur- 
ther eonsiderable improvement in the supply fielrl. Ilis Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have agreed to a forward programme of supply coveiing estimated re- 
quirements for a period of two years ahead, whii‘h has enabled the Department 
of Supply to enter into forw.ai’d commitments within tlu^ limits of the prograln- 
mo and so even out the flow of production and utilise produetivo cajracity to 
maximum advantage. His Majesty’s Gov’^ernment have also authorised us to 
purchase vehicles, machine tools and other essential war requirements in the 
United States and Canada, to the extent nocossary to moot our needs for a 
considerable period ahead. An officer has been placed on special duty in 
America with the object of discovoiing and effecting purchases of sucli supplies 
as are available to India from this source. Then again, the deliberations of 
the Eastern Group Conference will shortly bear fruit in the shaj)o of the institu- 
tion of an Eastern Group Supply Council to be located in India whieli will in 
duo course co-ordinate the requirements of various Emj>ire countiies and 
forces oj}erating east of Suez and will ensure that the resources of the parti- 
cipating countries ai’o utilised to the fullest advantage for the su(>*eessful pro- 
secution of the war. 

16. These widcsj)read developments in the sup})ly li(dd must necessarily 
give a great stimulus to Indian industries. One of the most important results 
has been the investigation of tlio possibilities of establishing new industru^s in 
India for the production of stores that have hitherto been imported. ’I he 
list of stores required both in India and to meet overseas demands is constantly 
under review and items formerly placed in the category of imported stores are 
continually being transferred to the indigenous catogoi’y as a result of the 
discovery either of methods of producing them in India or of suitable domestic 
substitutes. 

17. It is this remarkable accleration of defence activities in so many direc- 
tions that has led to the increased burden of expenditure hilling on our revenues 
of which I gave the figures a few minut(^s ago. The bill is heavy, but the need 
for security is paramount and the pace of progress must be conditioned by 
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limitations of supply, training and such like rather than of cost. The maximum 
rate of efficient expansion of which we are capable is the minimum which 
responsible opinion in the country demands. I should here perhaps remind 
the House that the allocation of war expenditure between India and His 
Majesty’s Government is still governed by the settlement arrived at between 
the two Governments which was fully explained in my budget speech of a year 
ago. In accordance with the principles underlying this settlement any forces 
now being raised that India may agree to send for service overseas (;ease to be 
an Indian liability on leaving India and the whole initial cost of raising, train- 
ing, and equipping such forces as well as the subsequent recurring charges are 
borne by His Majesty’s Government. The details of the revised estimate of 
defence expenditure for 1940-41 which amounts to Rs. 72,02 lakhs work out 
as follows : —

The increase of Rs. 53 lakhs in item (2) is mainly due to the increases of emolu- 
ments granted during 1940-41 to British and Indian troops as a war concession 
In so far as these increases would have raised the cost of India’s normal garrison 
the extra cost is included under this head. The increase of Rs. 17f crores in 
item (3) has already been explained. Out of the total provision of Rs. 24,31 
crores for India’s war measures approximately Rs. 15,00 crores represents the 
initial cost of such measures ; the balance consists of recurring expenditure. 
The revised estimate for non-effective charges — item (4) — has for the present 
been fixed at the normal budget level of 1939-40 but discussions are in progress 
with His Majesty’s Government with a view to reaching a settlement that will 
regulate the allocation of these charges as has already been done for effective 
charges. The effect of the war on these charges obviously cannot be foreseen, 
though happily there has so far been no ap])reciable increase owing to the 
absence of heavy casualties. I should here point out that the excess of the 
sum of Rs. 24,31 crores shown against item (3) over our normal defence ex- 
penditure by no means reflects the full magnitude of India’s war effort since it 
excludes the cost of supplies and services rendered by India to His Majesty’s 
Government, which is substantially greater than this amount. 

I should also mention here that His Majesty’s Government, besides pay- 
ing in full for all such supplies and services, are supplying free of charge much 
of the equipment needed for the modernisation of the Army in India and for 
the initial equipment of units now being raised in pursuance of our expansion 
scheme. 

18. Our revised estimate of civil expenditure for the current year stands 
at Rs. 40,11 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 1,04 lakhs over the budget estimate o 
Rs. 39,07 lakhs. As I explained last November, an increase of nearly Rs. 2 J 
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crores was expected on account of schemes which, though attributable to and 
directly connected with our defence measures, are actually chargeable to civil 
estimates ; such as, for example, the schemes for the training of the Air Foi ce 
Reserve and of war technicians. That expectation still stands, but the in- 
crease is offset, first by a real saving of Rs. 71 lakhs in interest charges on ac- 
count of the low level of interest rates, especially of short-term debt ; and 
secondly by a technical saving of Rs. 67 lakhs, the amount received from 
Burma as her share of pensionary charges which, through a change in account- 
ing procedure, is now to bo taken in reduction of expenditure instead of as a 
revenue receipt. 

19. The revised estmiates for the current year 1940-41 may therefore be 
summarised in the following form : —

The Budget was framed to give a nominal surplus of Rs. 5 lakhs. In Nov- 
ember wo were faced with a probable deficit of the order of Rs. 13 crores before 
taking into account the revenue from the now taxation then imposed, which 
was expected to yield Rs. 2 crores within the year. We now estimate that the 
deficit will be Rs. 8,42 lakhs. The improvement on our November anticipa- 
tions is more than accounted for by the further payment of Rs. 2,81 lakhs 
made by the Railways to general revenues by way of refund of arrears of con- 
tribution. 

20. Wo can now turn to a consideration of the estimates of revenue for 
the coming financial year, 1941-42. The major variations as compared with 
the revised estimates of revenue of the current year can be quickly enumerated. 
The Revenue Reserve Fund which provided Rs. 7,77 lakhs this year will give 
us nothing next year. We have also allowed for a further fall of Rs. 3 crores 
in the yield from Customs duties on the assumption that the war-time factors 
already described which are hindering trade and reducing our Customs recei])ts 
will continue to operate throughout the coming year with but little greater 
intensity than they have done during the current year. Against these reduc- 
tions, we are taking credit for an increase of Rs. 1,75 lakhs in the Central Excise 
revenue, mainly on account of sugar, and we will also get the benefit of a full 
year's receipts from the Central surcharge on income-tax as compared with 
only 4 months’ receipts in the current year, as well as the benefit of the first 
full year’s receipts from the Excess Profits Tax. The yield from the Central 
surcharge is estimated at Rs. 5,68 lakhs, and that from Excess Profits Tax at 
Rs. 7J crores for 1941-42 plus the Re. 1 erore carry-over from 1940-41. We 
have raised our next year’s estimate of the total yield from ordinary Corpora- 
tion Tax and Income Tax by half a crore to reflect the improvement which will 
result from the assessment of incomes derived from a full year of war profits. 
Incidentally, the share payable to the Provinces next year out of the divisible 
Income-Tax pool is expected to establish a new record at Rs. 4,46 lakhs, an 
advance of Rs. 73 lakhs on the current year’s figure. 
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21. We are counting upon the continued prosperity of our great commer- 
cial Departments to give us contributions next year even higher than they are 
giving this year ; in the ease of the Railways by Rs. 22 lakhs for the reasons 
which Avere made ax)parcnt in the Railway Hudget, and in the case of the Posts 
and Telegraphs Department by Rs. 38 lakhs because the recently increased 
rates will operate for the Avhole year. Salt shoulrl give us Rs. GO lakhs extra 
on the assum])tion of normal cleaTJUK'Cs. 

22. The net result of all these variations and of others Avhich need not be 
specifically mentiom'd is aii increase in the total revenue for the year 1941-42 
of Rs. 2,GS fiikhs, Ihus bringing it to the fiqiirc of Rs. 106,39 lakhs. 

23. Next year’s expenditure on the other Ijaud is expected to show an 
advance on the revised ('stiuiates for the current A^ea,r of Rs. 14,72 lakhs, ol^ 
which Rs. 12,11 lakhs is on actcount of defence* and Rs. 2,61 lakhs pertains to 
( ivil exjiendiliire.

The increase ever the revised indieated at item (2) is due to the fact that 
the increase's in I'lnoliiments granted as a war concession to British and Indian 
troops took effect from various dates in 1940-41 whereas they will be in force 
throughout 1941-42. 

25. The growth of expenditure on India’s war measures has already been 
explained at length. The effect of this growth on the Defence budget for 
1941-42 is shown at item (3), the increase over the revised being Rs. 11,09 lakhs. 
Approximately half the total amount of Rs. 35,40 lakhs provided for India’s 
war measures is on account of initial cost of these measures, the balance consist- 
ing of recurring charges. I should like hero to impress upon the House the 
fact that in these estimates of Defence expenditure only such syiecific schemes 
and measures as are definitely under way or in sight have been provided for. 
Our Defence plans have to be adajitcd from time to time to meet the ever 
changing Avar situation, which means that additional projects are constantly 
being undertaken, and it is clearly impossible to make any forecast of the cost 
of such unforeseeable items. The provision for non-effective charges has been 
retained at the normal figure for 1939-40 for the reasons already given. Here 
too, as I have remarked in connection with the revised estimates, the figures 
exclude the value of supplies and services rendered by India to His Majesty’s 
Government. The charges borne by that Government on this account during 
1941-42 are expected to be more than double the amount of India’s war 
expenditure. 

26. The rise of Rs. 2,61 lakhs in the Civil expenditure estimates is due to 
three main causes. First there is the natural increase resulting from provision 
being made for a full year’s working of various schemes connected Avith the war 
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which were only started rather late in the current year. Thus, for instance, 
the total cost of the scheme of technical training to meet the demand for skilled 
labour in the ordnance and munitions factories is estimated at Hs. 1 crore, of 
which only Rs. 7 lakhs will be spent this year and the balance of Rs. 93 lakhs 
next year. Then there is a number of new items of essential expenditure which 
the Standing Finance Committee has recommended for inclusion in the Budget. 
These include India’s share of the subsidy to this year’s Haj pilgrimage to meet 
the extra cost due to war conditions ; new civil aviation works, new Broad- 
casting works, including a high power transmitter for external broadcasts ; and 
a third Mint to cope with the enormous increase in coinage demand, which will 
eventually replace the existing Calcutta Mint the disposal proceeds of which 
will go a long way towards paying for it. Then finally there is the cost of the 
continued expansion of the Department of Supply, which must necessarily 
grow along with the ever-growing demands which it has to meet. 

27. The budget estimates for 1941-42 can now be summarised as follows : — •

There is thus a prospective deficit on revenue account of Rs. 20,46 lakhs, 
but I must heio interrupt the story of our finances for next year to d(^al with 
the important question of our ways and means position. 

28. The main loan issue during the year was the six-year 3 per cent. 
Defence Bonds, which by the 25th January, when the original issue was closed, 
had realised nearly Rs. 45 crores, in cash to the extent of Rs. 311 crores and by 
conversion of the 5 per cent. Loan 1940-43 to the extent of Rs. 131 crores. 
A second 3 per cent. Loan was issued as from the 1st February on terms 
rather more favourable to the general taxpayer, tluis affording striking testi- 
mony to the strength of India’s financial credit in these difficult times, li it» ‘rest - 
free Bonds were also made available on tap, subscriptions to whi(‘]i have so 
far amounted to Rs. 2,31 lakhs. We are grateful to those who are in this way 
assisting our war effort at no cost to the revenues of India. Ten-year l)efen(;e 
Savings (^Ttificates are available for the smallcT man, on terms designed to 
carry a diuil aj)peal, to patriotism and self- in t( Test. In the spa(‘e of 8 months 
the total receipts from all these Defence Loans have amounted to over Rs. 50 
crores, but much more will be required in the coming y('ar and J would like to 
take this opportunity to appeal to every well-wislier of India not only to 
support our loans to the utmost extent of his eajiacity for saving but also to 
do all he can by way of personal influence and (‘duc-ativc propaganda to uifluce 
others to subscribf‘. ’Flit' benefit to the country, not only now but in the lean 
years ^vhich miglit quite possibly follow the war, as well as the value to the 
individuals concerned, which Avould result if millions of the poorer classes 
could be persuaded to save and lend to the Government only a few rupees 
each, ru'cds no stressing. Facilities of different types have been provided ta 
meet the varying needs of different classes. For Government servants a 
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Defence Savings Provident Fund has been instituted which offers a ready 
means of making regular contributions in support of the war effort. We shall 
shortly have in operation a new scheme of Post Ofl&ce Savings Bank Deposit 
accounts repayable a year after the end of the war on attractive terms as to 
interest, viz,, 1 per cent, more than is now given on ordinary Postal Savings 
Bank deposits. There are also savings stamps to facilitate the purchase of 
Defence Savings Certificates through the accumulation of a number of small 
savings. The facilities are available. What we now need is the goodwill and 
ready help of public spirited persons to secure a widespread response. 

29. The outstanding balance of the 5 per cent. Loan 1940-43 amounting 
to about Rs. 19 1 crores was completely repaid during the current year, thereby 
effecting an ai)j)reciable saving in our interest charges. Next year we have to 
provide for the repayment of the 3 per cent. Bonds 1941 which fall due on 
the 15th September next, the outstanding balance of which is about Rs. lOJ 
crores. 

30. I would now like to say something on the subject of sterling debt 
repatriation which has recently been brought prominently before the notiee 
of the public by the announcement of our compulsory £90 million scheme. 
While the announcement has been gcmerally, and rightly, welcomed, published 
comment on the scht‘m(i has disclosed a certain amount of misapprehension, 
a certain dcgrc'n of confusion of thought, and in a few quarters a strange and 
totally unjustified suspicion. Repatriation of the Government’s sterling debt 
means in essence nothing more than the buying up and cancellation of our 
sterling loans aiid their replacement by rupee loans. Nothing more, yet 
nothing less, for it is surely a great thing that in the midst of a devastating war 
which is dislocating national economies throughout the world, India should be 
able to secure the strengthening of her financial credit which must inevitably 
result from a large scale conversion of her external obligations into internal 
indebtedness. 

31. The policy of debt repatriation is not new. It was started in 1937, 
but the pace was limited both by the extent of our sterling assets and by the 
extent to which investors could be induced to part with their hold- 
ings at fair pricxis. I explained in my Budget Speech last year how the 
growth of sterling resources resulting from our increasingly favourable 
balance of trade, and from the payments received in the Unib'd Kingdom 
on account of recoverable war expenditure, and for supplies made 
to His Maj(^sty’s Government (enabled tlie process of repatriation to 
be expedited and extended. Tlie only method then open to us was that 
of open market purchases in London, and the total amount so acquired 
has gradually risen to tlie figure of £28|^ million at wliicli it now stands. The 
only new features in the present scheme are, firstly the element of compulsion, 
and secondly and consequentially the size of the transaction. Expc^rienco 
has shown that most of our sterling stock was firmly held, and once the stage 
was reached when most of the floating stock had been removed from the 
market compulsion became inevitable if repatriation were to proceed. In the 
circumstances, we have reason to be grateful to the British Government for 
their assistance in requisitioning stock held by residents in the United Kingdom 
for delivery to us at market prices by means of an order issued under their 
special war powers. Some critics have tried to create a grievance from the 
fact that the operation, by releasing funds for investment in the United King- 
dom Loans, will be of assistance to His Majost^' ’s Government in their financing 
of the war. They apparently argue that an advantage to the United Kingdom 
must necessarily imply an equal and opposite disadvantage to India, refusing 
to recognise the possibility of an arrangement being mutually advantageous

to both. Such a line of reasoning, if reasoning it can be called, wo emphatically 
repudiate. But possibly the most effective answer to biassed criticism of that 
kind is to point out that the British Government’s power of requisitioning 
securities is itself statutorily dependent upon some degree of strengthening of 
their financial position as a result of the requisitioning. I submit, Sir, that 
we may well feel gratified that India in improving her own position has also 
contributed to facilitating the war-time problems of Britain. 

32. Honourable Members are aware that the present repatriation operation 
covers all six of our terminable or dated sterling loans, the value at 
present market prices of the outstandings of wliich is approximately £90 
million or Rs. 120 croros. A considerables portion of this, probably the major 
portion although we do not know to what extent, will be held by residents in 
the United Kingdom and will thus come within the terms of the British Gov- 
ernment’s order. These holders will be paid in sterling, for which the Reserve 
Bank possesses ample sterling resources which it has agreed to utilise for the 
purpose. On the other hand an unknown poition of these stocks is held by 
residents in India and will come under the corresponding requisitioning order 
recently issued by the Government of India. These holders will be paid at their 
option either in ru])oos or in rupeM) counterparts of the sterling loans purchased 
from them. We of course do not know how fitr Indian holders will elect to 
receive jDayment in the form of counter])arts although we anticipate that the 
majority will do so. Lastly, some stocks may be hold by residents outside 
the United Kingdom and Jndia to whom no compulsion can be applied. To 
such holders the Reserve Bank is making a voluntary offer to buy the securities 
from them at the fixed prices, which offer they will probably accept since aft(‘r 
the repatriation has been effected any small balance^’, outstanding in these 
loans will not be readily marketable. Until we get fullo ' ' • m in di^n on these 
various points it will not be possible for us finally to determine the exact 
machinery for financing the operations. The financing involves Government 
buying sterling from the Reserve Bank and arranging for the necessary rupee 
funds to pay for that sterling. Wo know that we would bo in a position to 
finance the cntiie operation even though the whole amount of £90 million 
had to be paid in sterling. It is certain however that sterling payments will 
be appreciably below that figure, although until the returns come in wo shall 
not know, even within a margin of tens of croies, what the actual commitments 
will be. As regards the manner in which Government will place itself in rupee 
funds, we will be guided by two main considerations, m, (1) the unsoundness 
of paying off to an unduly largo extent debts maturing some time ahead by 
very short term commitments such as treasury bills and (2) the undesirability 
of attempting immediately to secure from the investing public an equivalent 
amount in rupee loans of corresponding maturities and thereby depressing 
security prices and undermining the policy which w(^ are following, with the 
co-operation of the Reserve Bank, of maintaining money at a cheap level so 
as to minimize the burden of the war. In all probability the Reserve Bank 
will take a fair proportion of rupee securities in its Issue Department 
to replace sterling assets taken from the Issue Department for the purchase of 
our sterling stocks. To enable this to bo done the proviso to section 33(3) 
of the Reserve Bank of India Act has recently been rept'aled. The Reserve 
Bank may also carry a certain portion of these loans in its Banking Depart- 
ment, and Government may themselves carry some to the extent that their 
ways and means position permits. The detailed procedure will however be 
worked out as soon as the facts of the situation become available, in consulta- 
tion with the Reserve Bank which has co-operated so readily and so promptly 
with the Government in financing this large and important transaction. 
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33. I should perhaps mention hero that there is neither any necessity nor 
any intention to reduce the minimum percentage of the external assets which 
must be held by tlie Reserve Bank under thc^ Reserve Bank of India Act, 
viz., 40 per (‘cmt. of their note liabilities ; nor is there any necessity, as ha» 
been suggested in some quarters, to effect a statutory revision of the price 
at which their gold is valued. Nor need there be the slightest apprehension 
about tlie reduction which is being mado in the size of the sterling holdings 
of the Reserve Bank. These holdings have risen greatly since the outbreak 
of the war and are still steadily increasing. Even if the whole £90 million 
had to bo paid in sterling, the sterling reserves of the Reserve Bank would still 
stan(3 at about the same figures as the averagt^ sterling holdings during the last 
pre-war year while our external liabilities will bo considerably reduced as a 
result of tlu5 debt nqjatriation. It will be obvious too that these operations 
do not in any way afh^ct the size of our gold reserves nor do they involve 
any change either in monetary policy or in the day-to-day operations of the 
currency s3^stom. 

34. The House will doubtless appreciate that this debt repatriation scheme, 
which is th(^ larg(\st single op(^ration of its kind ever carried out in this country,, 
is bound to improve the financial position of India and greatly to strengthen 
India’s credit. By the liquidation of external obligations to the extent of 
Rs. 120 c.rores and their replacement by internal obligations India’s annual 
external commitment is materially reduced ; the embarrassment of periodical 
external maturities is eliminated ; whihi incidentally our revenue position will 
secure tlio benefit of some reduction in interest payments, although at present 
it is not possible to estimate witli any approach to accuracy what the extent of 
that benefit will be. The total reduction in our sterling obligations sincci 1035 
inclusive of the present scheme) will amount to over Rs. 220 crores, of which 
about Rs. 145 crores will have been repatriated since the beginning of the war, 
and our external liabilities will henceforth be of remarkably modest proportions 
in relation to tlu^ growing n sources of India. This will bo an immense ad- 
vantage should occasion ever arise for India to have recourse to foreign markets 
for the capital it required. 

35. The uncertainty and alarm created by the German military successes 
in Europe last summer led to withdrawals of Post Office Savings Bank deposits 
and discharges of Post Office Cash Certificates on a scale so large that our 
revised estimates for the current year provide for a net outgo of Rs. 29 crores 
(Cash Certificates Rs. 10 crores and Savings Bank deposits Rs. 19 crores) as 
against a small net credit anticipated in the budget. This unexpected and 
heavy reduction of our unfunded debt would have necessitated a correspond- 
ingly heav}^ incT’ease in our floating debt but for the countervailing factors of 

(а) a capital receipt of Rs. 12 crores from the Reserve Bank on account of the 
one rupee notes and silver ruiiees issued to them, instead of a payment of Rs. 5 
crores against a return of surplus rupee coin as provided in the budget, and 

(б) the favourable response which has been given to our Defence Loans. 
In actual fact these factors Mould have resulted in a reduction of the value of 
outstanding treasury bills by about Rs. 8 crores in the current year but 
for the new pT oblcra which has just arisen of financing our large sterling debt 
repatriation operations, the effect of which on our floating debt position cannot 
be assessed until we have fina’ly determined the most appropriate method of 
financing this transaction. Eor next year we arc assuming a more normal 
state of affairs and our estimates under these heads call for no comment. 

36. I must now return to the question of the gap with which we are faced 
between our anticipated revenue for next financial year and our estimated 
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expenditure on revenue account. The prospective deficit stands at the subs- 
tantial figure of Rs. 20,46 lakhs, the very size of which must give us cause to 
reflect on how serious our difficulties would have been had not the railway 
contribution come to our assistance to the extent to which it has. I feel, too, 
that I should at this point again remind Honourable Members that our 
estimates of Defence expenditure cover only such schemes as can now be 
definitely foreseen, and make no provision, lump sum or otherwise, for any 
further measures which changing circumstances may force upon us ; while our 
revenue from Customs is similarly vulnerable to any advance developments 
in the import situation. These considerations emphasize what the 
formidable size of the deficit in relation to the scale of Indian finances is 
of itself sufficient to indicate viz., the necessity of reducing the gap at least 
to more reasonable proportions. I will now proceed to explain the proposals 
of the Government in this regard. 

37. The first proposal takes account of the fact that at the present time 
the main economic advantage which is derived from India’s war supply activi- 
ties accrues to the industrial and commercial sections of the community, in 
consideration of which the direct taxpayer may fairly be expected to shoulder 
the larger share of the further burdens which have to be imposed. It is 
therefore proposed in the first place that profits of a further period of one year 
be subjected to the Excess Profits Tax, and that the rate applicable to such 
profits be 66f per cent. In view of the concessions which were granted in 
regard to such matters as optional standard periods and depreciation 
it is confidently believed that the new level of the tax should neither 
cause substantial hardship to existing industries nor operate to 
impede* the growth of new. ones. The yield of this enhancement in the 
rate of Excess Profits Tax is estimated at Rs. crores. Secondly,, 
as regards Income-Tax and Super-Tax, it is proposed that the present 
Central surcharge of 25 per cent, should for the year 1941-42 be raised to 
33 J per cent. This will yield an additional Rs. 1,90 lakhs, giving a total 
increase from direct taxation of Rs. 4,40 lakhs. 

38. So far as indirect taxation is concerned, the main proposal is to double 
the excise duty on matches. The present rate of duty was fixed in relation 
to a certain retail price, but changes in the retail price cannot for obvious, 
practical reasons bo finely graded but must necessarily be made by sudden 
jumps. Over large parts of the country the retail price has already jumped 
to the next higher point to the substantial advantage of the trade. The in- 
crease in duty now proposed will appropriate for the benefit of the publio 
purse a due share of the enhanced retail price which the consumer has to pay. 
A corresponding increase will automatically ensue in the duty on imported 
matches, and a similar increase will be made in the duty on mechanical 
lighters. The additional revenue on this account is estimated at Rs. 1,60 
Is^hs. 

39. There remains for me to mention two further proposals in the field 
of indirect taxation. The first is an increase in the import duty now leviable- 
on artificial silk yarn and thread, which now stands at 25 per cent, ad valorem 
or 3 annas per pound, whichever is higher. It jp proposed to increase the- 
alternative specific duty to 5 annas per pound, and the yield of this increased 
tax is estimated at Rs. 36 lakhs. The second is a new excise duty of 10 per 
cent, ad valorem on pneumatic tyres and tubes. This industry which waa 
started in India a few years ago has developed rapidly and is now well establish 
ed. It already supplies a large proportion of the domestic demand in India 
which formerly was met by imports subject to a revenue duty of 25 per cent« 

M 
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€td valorem. The yield of this new duty is estimated at Rs. 36 lakhs, thus 
bringing the increased revenue in the field of indirect taxation to the total of 
Rs. 2,21 lakhs. 

40. The total estimated yield of the new taxation now proposed thus 
eomes to Rs. 6,61 lakhs, which brings the estimated revenue for 1941-42 to 
Rs. 113 crores. The position will thus be —

The uncovered revenue deficit will of course have to be met by borrowing, 
which will be part of the larger programme the necessity for which I have en- 
deavoured to explain earlier in this Speech. The uncovered deficit is still 
large in proportion to the general level of Central finances and in regard to the 
unknown contingencies of the coming year. But having regard to the heavy 
additional cost of our war measures, which is almost entirely responsible for 
the rise in our annual expenditure from Rs. 8fi crores in 1939-40 to Rs. 126 
crores in 1941-42, an increase of no less than Rs. 40 crores within the limited 
space of 2 years, the position might not unreasonably be regarded as de- 
fensible. We are passing through troublesome and anxious times and it is idle 
to speculate on what the future holds for us. Let us take courage from the 
manner in which India has so far weathered the difficulties of the past, standing 
as she now does with her defence position steadily increasing in strength and 
her financial credit unimpaired, and face with confidence whatever part may 
fall to her in the months that lie ahead.

ACT No. VII OF 1941. 

An Act to fix the duty on salt ynanufactured in, or import- 
ed by land into, certain parts of British India, to vary 
the rate of the excise duty on matches leviable under the 
Matches {Excise Duty) Act, 1934, to vary the rate 
of the excise duty on mechanical lighters leviable 
under the Mechanical Lighters (Excise Duty) Act, 

1934, to vary the rate of the duty on artificial silk yarn 
and thread leviable under the Indian Tariff Act, 1934, 
to fix maximum rates of postage under the Indian 
Post Office Act, 1898, to fix rates of income-tax and 
super -tax and to continue the charge and levy of excess 
profits tax and fix the rate at which excess profits tax 
shall be charged. 

Whereas it is expedient to fix the duty on salt 
manufactured in, or imported by land into, certain parts 
of British India, to vary the rate of the excise duty on 
matches leviable under the Matches (Excise Duty) Act, 

1934, to vary the rate of the excise duty on mechanical 
lighters leviable under the Mechanical Lighters (Excise 
Duty) Act, 1934, to vary the rate of the duty on arti- 
ficial silk yarn and thread leviable under the Indian

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Finance Act, Short title

ment to impose by rule made under that section a duty

The following Act of the Indian Legislature received

ACT No. X OF 1941. 

An Act to provide for the imposition and collection of an 
excise duty on tyres. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the imposi- 
tion and collection of an excise duty on t3n*es ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. (i) This Act may be called the Tyres (Excise 
Duty) Act, 1941. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context, — 

(а) ** manufactory ” means any premises wherein 
tyres are manufactured ; 

(б) “ owner ” includes any person expressly or 

impliedly authorised by an owner of a manu- 
factory to be his agent in respect of the manu- 
factory ; 

(c) “ tyre ’’ means a pneumatic tyre in the manu- 
facture of which rubber is used, and includes 
the inner tube and the outer cover of such a 
tyre. 

3. (i) A duty of excise at the rate of ten per cent, 
on the value thereof shall be levied on all t3a*es manu- 
factured in any manufactory in British India and issued 
out of such manufactory on or after the 1st day of April, 
1941, and shall be payable by the owner of the manu- 
factory. 

(2) For the purposes of levying the duty imposed 
by sub-section {!) the Central Government may, by 
notification in the official Gazette, fix the values of 
tyres or of any class of tyres ; and where no such value 
has been fixed the value of a tyro shall be deemed to be 
the wholesale cash price, less trade discount, for which a 
tyre of the like kind and quality is sold or is capable of 
being sold by a manufactory without any abatement or 
deduction whatever except the amount of the excise 
duty payable on it at the time of issue out of the manu- 
factory.

4. (i) If any duty payable under section 3 is not RecoT^of 
paid within the time fixed by a notice issued in accord- pSSity. 
ance with any rules made in this behalf under this Act, 
it shall be deemed to be an arrear, and the authority 
to which such duty is payable may, in lieu thereof, 
recover any sum, not exceeding double the amount of the 
duty unpaid, which such authority may in its discretion 
think it reasonable to require. 

(2) An arrear of duty, or any sum recoverable in 
lieu thereof under this section, shall be recoverable as an 
arrear of land-revenue and shall be recoverable in addi- 
tion to, and not in substitution for, any other penalty 
incurred under this Act. 

6. (1) No person shall issue any tyres out of any issue from 
manufactory except in accordance with the provisions ^ 
of rules made under section 8 regulating such issue, 
or, until such rules are made, in accordance with the 
general or special orders of the Central Government. 

(2) Whoever contravenes any such rule or order 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to one 
thousand rupees or to a sum double the amount of the 
duty on any tyres issued in contravention of such 
rule or order, whichever is greater. 

6. The Central Government may, by notification in 

the official Gazette, declare that any of the provisions S Acrviii of 
of the Sea Customs Act, 1878, relating to the levy of 
and exemption from customs duties, drawback of 
duty, warehousing, offences, and penalties, confiscation 
and procedure relating to oftences and appeals shall, 
with such modifications and alterations as it may 
consider necessary or desirable to adapt them to the 
circumstances, be applicable in regard to like matters 
in respect of the duty imposed by sub-section (/) of 
section 3. 

7. The Central Government may, by notification in Power of 
the ofiicial Gazette, prohibit absolutely, or with such oovemment 
exceptions as it thinks fit, the bringing of tyres into 
British India from the territory of any specified Indian ^ 

State. 

8. (1) The Central Government may, by notifica- Power to mUa* 
tion in the official Gazette, make rules — 

(а) imposing on owners of manufactories the duty 
of furnishing returns and keeping records and 
books, and prescribing the form of such 
returns, records and books and the particulars 
to be contained therein, and the manner in 
w hich the same are to be verified ; 

(б) regulating the issue of tyres out of manu- 

factories ; 
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(c) providing for the assessment and collection 

of the duty, the issue of notices requiring 
payment, the authority to whom the duty 
shall be payable and the recovery of arrears ; 

(d) authorising and providing for the inspection of 
manufactories ; and 

(e) generally for carrying into effect the provisions 

of this Act. 

(2) Such rules may provide that any breach thereof 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to five 
hundred rupees : 

Provided that the breach of any rule made under 
clause (6) of sub-section (1) shall be punishable with the 
punishment provided for an offence against section 5.

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EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM *. GENERAL BUDGET. 


INTRODUCTORY NOTES . 

1. Unless otherwise stated, the amounts given in these statements are in 
lakhs of rupees, and the expressions “ last year ”, “ current year ” and “ next 
year ” stand for the financial years 1939-40, 1940-41 and 1941-42, respectively. 

2. In the figures relating to previous years expenditure incurred in ster- 
ling has been converted into rupees at the average of the daily rates for tele- 
graphic transfers in Calcutta on London throughout the year in question. The 
current year’s sterling expenditure has been converted at the rate of Itf . 5 31/32d. 
on the basis of the actual rates during the fiirst ten months of the year, but in 
accordance with the usual practice the budget estimates for 1941-^ are based 
on the standard rate of 1^. fid. 

3. The statements of revenue and expenditure are based on net figures* 
f.e., the totals include only the net expenditure on the Defence Services, the 
net surplus or deficit of the Posts and Telegraphs Department, and the net 
contribution paid by the Railways to general revenues. Unless otherwise 
stated, however, the cost of collection is treated as expenditure and is noh 
deducted from the figures given on the revenue side.

Salt and Opium. — The distribution of these estimates is given in State- 
ments IV and V. 

Currency and Mint. — The main items are shown in Statement VI. 

Other Sources of Revenue. — ^The Revised and Budget include Rs. 26 lakhs 
and Rs. 63 lakhs respectively on account of the premia received under the 
War Risks (Goods) Insurance Scheme the payment of which to the Insurance 
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Fund is provided on the expenditure side. Omitting this, there is an improve- 
ment of Rs. 57 lakhs in revised and Rs. 22 lakhs in budget. The former is due 
partly to a special credit of Rs. 11*5 lakhs on account of fees from tho import 
of silver, and Rs. 10 *81 lakhs on account of certain overpayments recovered 
from Burma while the balance of the increase is accounted for by larger revenue 
under Stamps, Forests, Stationery and Printing and Receipts connected 
with the War. The budget which does not include any special credit provides 
for less revenue under Stamps, Miscellaneous and Receipts connected with the 
War.

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Notes on Expenditure Estimates. 


Customs . — ^Next year’s increase is on account of larger payments to the* 
Salt Department for services rendered and the provision of Rs. 3 lakhs for 
payment of compensation to the Janjira State under a recent Customs Agree- 
ment. 

Central Excise Duties. — ^The decrease in revised is due to the decision to 
pay the States’ share of the excise duty on matches in arrear in the following 
year, the payment in the current year being only the arrears carried over from 
last year. The budget provides Rs. 33 lakhs for payment to the States and 
Rs. 24 lakhs for payment to the Coal Mines Stowing Board on account of the 
net proceeds of the excise duty on coal and coke realised this year. 

'^axes on Income . — The increase in budget is on account of the setting up 
of the Income Tax Tribunal, the creation of a special branch at Calcutta and 
additional expenditure on the collection of Excess Profits Tax. 

Salt . — The decrease in budget is due to less expenditure anticipated on 
manufacture and larger recoveries from the Customs Department for services 
rendered. 

O'pium . — The budget provides for the replacement of the existing machi- 
nery at the Ghazipur Opium Factory and increased expenditure at Neemuch. 

Stamps. — Additional stores had to be bought in the current year to meet 
increased requirements and to maintain an adequate reserve. 

Forest . — ^Additional expenditure is to be incurred on the Paper Pulp 
section of the Forest Research Institute. 

Interest. — The details are given in Statement VIII. 

Home Department. — ^The revised and budget provide for the increase in 
officers and staff of the Public Information Bureau and the Intelligence Bureau 
and for the training of I. C. S. probationers in India. 

Finance Department . — ^The increase in revised and budget is due to the 
expansion of the Military Finance Branch. 

Commerce Department. — The increase in revised and budget is due to the 
appointment of Import and Export Trade Controllers which was not foreseen 
when the current year’s budget was framed. 

Audit. — The reduction in the budget is due to the transfer of the office 
of the Controller of Supply Accounts to the Defence Services estimates and the 
deputation of a large number of officers to other departments. 

Police . — ^The expenditure on additional police required as a result of the 
war has been heavier than originally anticipated. A provision of Rs. 5 lakhs 
has been made in revised and Rs. 15 lakhs in budget for grants to Provincial 
Governments in connection with the training of Civic Guards. 

Survey of India. — The increase in the revised is due to the expansion of the 
Mathematical Instrument Office to meet increased war demands, larger 
expenditure on the Map Publication Office and the purchase of additional 
stores. The budget provides for the normal requirements of the department 
and takes credit for the recoveries from other departments and Governments 
for the services rendered. 
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Archaeology. — ^The budget provides a grant of Rs. 1,75,000 for repairs to 
the Badshahi Mosque at Lahore. 

Meteorology. — ^The increase in budget is due to additional expenditure on 
equipment and weather telegrams and payments to the Posts and Telegraphs 
Department and expansion of the Upper Air Office, Delhi. 

Education. — ^The budget provides for a grant of Rs. 60,000 to the Indian 
Women’s University and Rs. 25,000 to the Viswabharathi University. 

Medical Services. — ^I^he increase in budget is due to the appointment of an 
additional Deputy Director-General, two Directors of Production and a Chief 
Advisory Chemist and additional staff to cope with the additional work due to 
the war. Provision has also been made for a Drugs Technical Advisory 
Board and for the conversion of the Bio-Chemical Standardisation Laboratory 
into a Control Drugs Laboratory. 

Public Health. — The revised includes Rs. 15 lakhs for the purchase of a 
reserve stock of quinine. A grant of Rs. 2 lakhs to the Indian Tuberculosis 
-Association is provided this year and a further grant of Rs. 1,45,000 next 
year. 

Agriculture. — ^The decrease in revised is mainly due to smaller provision for 
payment to the Sugar Excise Fund owing to reduced receipts from the excise 
duty on sugar. The budget provides for payments on a normal scale and for a 
special grant of Rs. 1,95,000 to the Indian Central Jute Committee for the 
extension of their Research Laboratories. Increased provision has also been 
made in the budget for Locust Control measures. 

Imperial Council of Agricultural Research, — ^The revised and budget pro- 
vide Rs. 8 lakhs and Rs, 14 lakhs respectively for payment to the Council of the 
net proceeds of the cess on agricultural produce against the block grant of 
Rs. 5 lakhs provided in the current year’s budget. 

Industries. — The budget provides Rs. 1 lakh for grants for the develop, 
ment of cottage and small scale woollen industries. 

Scientific and Industrial Research . — ^The estimates provide for the expen- 
> diture of the newly constituted Board of Scientific and Industrial Research 
and of the Industrial Research Bureau transferred to this grant from the grant 
of the Indian Stores Department. 

Aviation. — The revised and the budget provide Rs. 27 lakhs and Rs. 33 
lakhs respectively for training of personnel for the Air Force Reserve. The 
budget provides for a block grant of Rs. 35 lakhs for the development of civil 
aviation against Rs. 25 lakhs in the revised as well as for additional expendi- 
ture on the normal running of the department in war time. 

Broadcasting. — The budget provides for a block grant of Rs. 17 lakhs for 
development. There is also additional expenditure for the cost of the expanded 
services over a full year. 

Indian Stores Department, — The reduction in the budget is mainly due to 
the transfer of the Industrial Research Bureau to the grant for Scientific and 
Industrial Research. 

' Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. — Budget provides for the new Trade 
‘Commissioner in Australia. 
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Census. — The increase in revised is due to printing and stationery charges 
not provided in the budget. Provision has been made in next year’s budget for 
the completion of enumeration. 

Miscellaneous Departments. — ^Provision has been made for a new post of 
Assistant Superintendent of Insurance, increased expenditure in the Explosives 
Department and the newly created Trade Marks Registry. The revised 
includes expenditure of Rs. 53,000 on certain enquiries under the Trades 
Disputes Act not provided in the budget. 

Currency. — Stores to a larger extent than originally anticipated had to be 
bought to meet the demands on the Currency Note Press and for maintaining 
an adequate reserve in war time. The revised includes Rs. 16 lakhs 
and the budget Rs. 10 lakhs on account of the cost of one rupee note forms. 

Mint. — The increase in revised is due to increased demand for coinage 
which turned out to be much heavier than anticipated, and the reopening of the 
Assay Office in Calcutta. The budget provides for coinage on approximately 
the same scale as in the current year and for a full year’s expenditure on the 
Calcutta Assay Office. Additional provision has also been made for the 
replacement of plant and machinery at the Bombay Mint to enable it to cope 
with heavy demands. 

Civil Works. — The reduction in revised is mainly due to slower progress on 
the new Custom House Building at Calcutta. The budget provides Rs. 44*5' 
lakhs for major works, new and in progress, including Rs. 20 lakhs for a new 
mint at Calcutta, and for additional expenditure on the hiring of accommoda- 
tion for the Supply Department at Calcutta. 

Central Road Fund. — In addition to the amount based on the estimated 
receipts from the duties on motor spirit the revised includes a payment of 
Rs. 9*3 lakhs on account of arrears of last year and the budget an ad hoc grant 
of Rs. 60 lakhs for the Quotta-Multan Road. 

Superannuation Allowances and Pensions. — The revised takes credit for 
the amount recovered from Burma which is to be adjusted in reduction of 
expenditure instead of as revenue as originally intended. The further reduc- 
tion in budget is mainly due to less expenditure in England. 

Stationery and Printing. — ^Larger stocks of paper and stores were purchased 
in the current year to meet growing demands and to lay in a reserve at favour- 
able prices. The budget provides for normal requirements and takes credit 
for increased recoveries from paying departments for work done for them. 

Miscellaneous. — ^Tho increase in revised is mainly due to additional pro- 
vision of Rs. 28*6 lakhs for A. R. P. expenditure and Rs. 10*5 lakhs for the 
net loss on exchange on debt and remittance transactions. The budget 
includes Rs. 13*4 lakhs for expenditure on A. R. P. and Rs. 1 *5 lakhs for a 
subsidy to the shipping lines carrying pilgrims for the Haj. 

Ajmere-Merwara. — ^The large increase in revised is due to additional expen- 
diture on famine relief. As the relief works are being closed down no provision 
is being made for the coming year. 

Andamans and Nicobars. — ^The increase in revised and budget is due ta* 
additional expenditure on transport between India and the Islands and the 
exploitation of the forests to meet tho increased demand for timber for war pur* 
poses. The budget provides Rs. 1*26 lakhs for the construction of a Forests 
Tramway. 
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Ecclesiastical. — The reduction in the budget is due to a larger share of 
expenditure being borne by Defence Services and Railways under the revised 
scheme of allocation of ecclesiastical expenditure which will take effect from the 
1st April 1941. 

Payments to Crown Representative. — ^The decrease in budget is mainly due 
to reduced payments to Provincial Governments for Railway Police. 

Tribal Areas. — The increase in revised is due to the embodiment of addi« 
tional platoons of Frontier Constabulary and Tribal Levies owing to the dis 
turbed conditions on the frontier and increased expenditure on the Assam Rifles. 
The budget next year includes an additional grant of Rs. 15 lakhs to the 
Fund for Frontier Development and provides for increased expenditure on 
buildings and communications. 

External Affairs .- — The reduction in budget is mainly due to the smaller 
contribution towards the expenses of the League of Nations. 

Baluchistan. — The saving in the revised is mainly due to less expenditure 
on the reconstruction of Quetta. The increase in budget as compared with the 
revised is mainly due to larger provision for Civil Works. Provision has also 
been made in the budget for new settlement operations at a cost of Rs. 1*5 
lakhs. 

Defence Services. — See Statement XVIII. 

Department of Supply. — The Department has expanded considerably to 
cope with the increased demand for war supplies. The revised includes 
a special provision of Rs. 12*44 lakhs for the purchase of a reserve stock of 
wattle bark and for expenditure on a scheme of flax cultivation in Bengal and 
Bihar. 

Miscellaneous Expenditure connected with the War . — The revised includes 
Rs. 25 lakhs and the budget Rs. 63 lakhs for payment of the premia collected 
under the War Risks (Goods) Insurance Scheme which is first taken to revenue, 
as credit to the Insurance Fund. Omitting this amount the increase in the 
revised and the next year's budget over the current year’s budget is mainly 
due to the following additional expenditure : —
